Pioneer  Journalist  Succumbs 
After  Long  Career  of  Use- 
fulness in  British  Columbia

Terminating  a  notable  career  closely 
linked  with  the  progress  of  British 
Columbia,  Mr.  David  William  Hlgglns 
died  here  yesterday  morning  at  7 
o'clock,   on   hlfl   eighty- third   birthday. 

Mr.  Hlgglns,  who  came  to  the  Pa- 
cific Coast '  In  the  gold  rush  days  of 
1858,  lived  In  This  Province  almost 
sixty  years.  During  part  of  that 
time  he  was  publisher  and  editor  of 
The  Colonist,  member  and  speaker  of 
the  Provincial  Legislature,  founder  of 
the  city's  electric  light  and  tramway 
system,  owner  of  Victoria's  first  thea- 
tre, and  prominent  in  many  move- 
ments inspired  by  the  desire  to  make 
Victoria  a  bigger,  better  city.  As  a 
writer  he  was  known  throughout  the 
Northwest  and  his  work  was  widely 
copied. 

His  death  was  not  unexpected.  For 
the  past  year  he  had  been  In  falling 
health,  and  his  condition  became  seri- 
ous a  few  weeks,  since  when  he  grad- 
ually sank. 

He  is  survived  by  two  sons  and  two 
daughters,     nine     grandchildren     and 
one  great  grandchild.     The  sons  are: 
Mr. ,  Wank  Hlgglns,  barrister,  and  Mr. 
C.    Paul    Hlgglns,    both    practising   In

PIONEER  JOURNALIST  DEAD  | 


MR.  DAVID  WILLIAM  HIGGINS 


Ministers  and  Representative 
Unionists  Strongly  Disap- 
prove His  Pacifist  Letter- 
Declare  it  is  lll-Timed. 


LONDON,  Nov.  SO. — A  report  con- 
cerning the  Unionist  meeting  of  to- 
day says  It  was  attended  by  1,600 
representatives  of  Unionist  bodies 
throughout  the  country,  and  that 
resolutions  were  carried  deploring  the 
publication  of  the  letter  of  the  Mar- 
quis of  Lansdowne. 
■  Declaring  firm  adherence  to  the 
war  alms  of  the  Allies,  as  defined  by 
the  Premier,  Mr.  Bonar  Law  and  Mr. 
Asqulth.  It  was  decided  that  the 
resolutions  should  be  wired  to  the 
Premier  and  Mr.  Balfour  at  Paris.  » 
n  A  scene  of  great  enthusiasm  en- 
sued, the  delegates  rising  and  singing 
the  National  Anthem. 

Mr.  Bonar  Law  then  delivered  a 
speech.  In  which  he  admitted  that  he 
never  met  anyone  more  patriotic  or 
disinterested  than  the  Marquis  of 
Lansdowne.  "Nevertheless,"  Mr. 
Bonar  Law  said,  "I  disagree  abso- 
lutely not  only  with  the  arguments 
but  with  the  whole  tone  of  the  let- 
ter. I  think  It  is  nothing  less  than 
a  national  misfortune  that  It  should 
nave  been  published  now,  of  all 
times. 

"You  heard!  nothing  of  this  kind  of 
thing  in  the  first  and  second  years  of 
the  war,  when  things  were  not  going 
well  in  Germany.  If  the  conclusion 
of  peace  were  conceivable  today  It 
would  mean  that  the  very  men  who 
In  my  judgment  committed  the  great- 
est crimes  1n  history,  who  plunged 
the  world  Into  anguish  and  misery. 
would>  be  left  again  In  power,  with 
the  same  machinery,  ready  to  repeat 
the  same  thing  when  the  opportunity 
•rose  In  the  future.  How  can  ihey 
be  found  by  a  pact  of  nations? 


The  Marquis  of  Lansdowne  was  inter- 
viewed by  The  Daily  Bxpreu  concern- 
ing his  letter,  and  said: 

"t  should  like  It  known  positively 
that  the  letter  waa  entirely  my  own.  I 
consulted  nobody  about  It.  Aa  absurd 
Idea  has  been  spread  that  the  sugges- 
tion was  made  by  other  people.  I  wish 
to  dear  that." 

Lord  Lansdowne  declined  to  disease 
the  opportuneness  of  the  letter  or  the 
possible  effeot  In  discouraging  people 
concerning  the  purpose  and  prospects  of 
the  war,  and  added:

PETROORAD,  Nov.  30.  —  The 
Maximalists,  with  the  •  Social '  Revo- 
lutionaries of  the  Left  and  the  Mini- 
malist Internationalists.'  have  arrived 
at  an  agreement  concerning  the  or- 
ganisation of  a  government.  People's 
council  Is  being  formed,  consisting  of 
100  representatives  of  the  Central  Ex- 
ecutive committee  of  the  Workmen's 
and  Soldiers'  Delegates,  100  '  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Peasants'  Deputies. 
100  representatives  of  the  Army  and 
Navy,  55  representatives  of  the 
trades  unions  and  15  representatives 
of  the  railroad   unions. 

Leon  Trotsky,  the  Bolshevik!  For- 
eign Minister,  speaking  today,  said 
the  fact  that  the  !  German  Emperor 
had  been  compelled  to  receive  rep- 
resentatives of  Commander  Krylenko 
and  negotiated,  with  them  showed  that 
the  Russian  revolution  had  placed 
its  heel  on  all  the  propertied  classes 
of  Europe.

LONDON,  Nov.  30. — A  dispatch  to 
The  Dalit  Mall  from  Petrograd  says 
that  as  a  result  of  the  elections  to 
the  constituent  assembly  In  Petro- 
grad, the.

Attacks  British   Positions  on   Wide   Front  With 
Heavy   Forces  After  Violent   Bombardment 
From  Concentrated  Artillery — Has  Par- 
tial Success  at  Southern  Points 


REACHES  GOUZEAUCOURT 

AND  LA  VACQUERIE  LINE 


Advance  Is  Checked  and  Assailants  Are  Driven 

Back  —  Heavy    Attacks   From    Masnieres   to 

Moeuvres    Are    Repulsed    With    Severe 

Losses  —  Fighting  Still  Continues 


LONDON,  Nov.  30. — Strong  German  forces  attacked 
the  British  on  a  wide  front  in  the  Cambrai  sector  this  morn- 
ing, but  were  repulsed  after  heavy  fighting,  in  which  the 
attackers  sustained  severe  losses,  according  to  the  official 
statement  issued  tonight.  To  the  south,  in  the  region  o£ 
Gonnelieu,  the  enemy  entered  British  positions  at  several 
points  and  penetrated  their  line  for  some  distance,  but  later 
were  driven  back.     The  text  says:

Victoria's  Victory  Loan  Drive  had 
gathered  such  momentum  over  night 
that  the  actual  subscriptions  received 
and  passed  went  over  the  $3,000,000 
mark  shortly  after  the  doors  of  head- 
quarters opened  yesterday  morning.

Four  million  dollars  would 
mean  that  this  district's  allotment  has 
been  over-subscribed  by  twenty-five

Victoria  Loan  headquarters  were 
swamped  during  the  day  with  new  ap- 
plications and  banks  with  subscribers 
paying  their  first  Instalment,  which  is 
due  today,  besides  filling  out  applica- 
tions. There  were  $70  applications  re- 
ceived yesterday.  It  Is  now  expected 
that  the  total  number  of  subscribers 
here  will  run  to  9.000. 

Both  banks  and  headquarters  were 
kept  busy  until  near  midnight  making 
up  their  day's  totals.  The  last  man 
to  subscribe  for  the  day  came  into  the 
headquarters  office  at  11  o'clock.  He 
was  Shirokichl  Mlsuno,  who  came 
here  from  Japan  several  years  ago.

Feints  Against  British  Line 
Have  No  Effect — Enemy's 
Loss  of  Hope  Shown  by 
Bombardment  of  Mosque, 


LONDON,  Nov.  30.— All  along  the 
front  In  Palestine  from  Northwest 
Jerusalem  to  the  Mediterranean  coast 
the  Turks  are  making  demonstrations 
but  have  not  affected  the  British  po- 
sitions. It  is  announced  officially.  The 
text  says: 

"General  Allenby  reports  that  the 
enemy  last  Tuesday  and  on  succeed- 
ing days  made  demonstrations  all 
along  his  front,  extending  for  some 
five  miles  northwest  of  Jerusalem  to 
the  sea,  without  affecting  our  posi- 
tions. No  serious  attack  developed, 
except  against  our  positions  on  Nebl 
Samwil,  where  the  enemy's  effort 
yesterday  was   easily  repulsed. 

"Turko-German  artilery  again  made 
Its  objective  the  mosque  erected  on 
the  site  of  the  tomb  of  the  prophet 
Samuel.  This  site  is  held  In  equal 
reverence  by  Christian,  Mohammcian 
and  Jew.  The  minaret  has  been  de- 
stroyed   by   the   bombardment. 

"A  detachment  of  forty  men  from 
an  eastern  county  regiment  attacked 
a  Turkish  position  held  by  a  garri- 
son of  about  100  men.  Fifty  Turks 
were  killed  and  our  detachment 
brought  back  prisoners  snd  s  ma- 
chine gun. 

"In  an  sir  raid  five  hostile  air- 
planes were  attacked.  One  Turkish 
machine  was  driven  down  out  of 
control  snd  one  wsa  damaged"

"South  of  Masnieres  village,  the 
enemy  succeeded  In  entering  our  posi- 
tions at  different  points,  and  pene- 
trated as  far  as  La  Vacqueiie  and 
Gouzeaucourt.  Our  counter-attacks 
have  already  regained  La  Vacquerie, 
and  we  have  driven  back  the  enemy 
from  Gouaeaucourt  and  the  ridge  to 
the  east  of  that  village.  At  many 
other  points  the  enemy's  advance  has 
been  checked.  The  fighting  is  con- 
tinuing." 

The  morning  communication  fol- 
lows: 

"A  German  raiding  party  which  en- 
deavored to  approach  our  lines  yes- 
terday in  the  neighborhood  of  Gav- 
relle  was  driven  off  by  our  Are  before 
reaching  our  trenches. 

"The  enemy's  artillery  was  active 
during  the  night  east  of  Tpres  and 
also  at  a  number  of  points  southwest 
and  west  of  Cambrai." 

Attack  on  Wide  Front 

BRITISH  ARMT  HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN  FRANCE,  Nov.  30. —  (By 
the  Associated  Press). — The  Germans 
this  morning  made  an  attack  on  the 
British  lines  about  Gonnelieu,  which 
is  Just  south  of  the  area  Included  In 
the  last  week's  British  offensive. 

The  Germans  also  delivered  a  pre- 
tentious assault  In  force  this  morning 
on  the  BriUsh  positions  between 
Bourlon  Wood  and  Moeuvres,  toward 
the  west.  Under  power  of  a  tremen- 
dous artillery  fire  directed  on  the 
British  lines  and  back  areas,  the  Ger- 
mans in  their  first  rush  pushed  over 
the  crest  of  the  ridge  west  of  the 
wood  and  down  to  the  vicinity  of  the 
Bapaume-Cambrai  road,  just  north  of 
Gralnoourt. 

The  British,  after  the  first  shock. 
Immediately  organized  a  counter-at- 
tack and  flung  themselves  against  the 
advancing  Germans.  Late  today  it 
was  reported  that  the  British  had 
succeeded  in  pushing  back  the  enemy, 
although  the  latter  was  resisting 
fiercely. 

This  enemy  attack  was  the  first 
serious  attempt  made  to  thrust  the 
British  from  the  positions  that  they 
had  obtained  In  General  Byng's  great 
drive  of  last  week.  It  followed  a 
night  of  comparative  quiet  all  along 
this  front,  and  yesterday  there  was 
little  indication  that  big  events  were 
Impending. 

All  day  a  concentration  of  German 
guns  which  had  been  rushed  up  for 
the  attack  have  been  pounding  the 
British  forward  and  back  areas,  and 
a  considerable  amount  of  gas  shells 
have  been  thrown.     The  battle  west  of 


Kourlon  wood  was  still  continuing  lata 
today  with  great  fierceness. 

French    Repulse    Raid 

PARIS.  Nov.  30. — The  communica- 
tion Issued  this  evening  by  the  War 
Office  says: 

"No  Infantry  action  was  reported 
during  the  day.  The  artillery  was  ac- 
tive in  the  region  north  of  the  Cheiuln 
de«  Dames,  and  on  the  right  bank  of 
the   Meuse." 

"The  night  was  calm  over  the 
whole  front,"  the  early  War  Office 
report  said,  "except  in  the  Argonno, 
where  the  artillery  on  both  sides 
showed  particular  activity  and  In  the 
region  of  Chambrettes,  where,  after 
a  series  of  violent  bombardment*, 
the  enemy  undertook  a  large  raid  In 
which  he  was  repulsed  completely." 
Berlin  Statement 

BERLIN,  Nov.  30. — Today's  official 
statement  reads: 

"Army  group  of  Prince  Rupprecht 
of  Bavaria — In  Flanders  spirited  ar- 
tillery duels  developed  In  the  after- 
noon from  Houthulst  wood  to  Zand- 
vborde,  with  the  greatest  violence  In 
the  region  *on  both  sides  of  Poelcap- 
pelle  and  north  of  Gheluvelt.  Our 
storming,  troops  pressed  forward  Into 
the  enemy  trenches  near  the  coast 
and  In  various  sectors  of  the  battle- 
field, and  brought  back  numerous 
French  and  British  prisoners. 

"Near  Armentleres  and  Lens  and 
southeast  of  Arras  there  was  increas- 
ed artillery  firing.  On  the  battle- 
field near  Cambrai  the  British  after 
violent  bombardment,  attacked  early 
In  the  morning  west  of  Bourlon.  The 
attack  was  repulsed  with  heavy 
losseB.  In  the  afternoon  the  artillery 
duel  again  assumed  considerable  In- 
tenslty  between  Inchy  and  Fontaine. 
In  the  region  of  St.  Quentln  the  ar- 
tillery was  more  active. 

"Army  group  of  the  German  Crown 
Prince — An  enterprise  by  our  storm- 
ing troops  north  of  Braye  met  with 
complete  success,  and  prisoners  were 
captured. 

"In  the  Sundgau  there  has  been 
lively  activity  by  the  French  In  the 
course  of  the  last  week.  In  aerial 
engagements  and  by  fire  from  the 
ground  our  opponents  have  lost  thirty 
aeroplanes  and  two  captive  balloons.'* 

The  supplementary  statement  Is- 
sued tonight  by  the  War  Offlse  says: 

"On  the  battlefields  near  Cambrai 
the  new  struggles  that  developed 
have   so   far   been   successful   for   us."

PARIS,  Nov.  30. — The  Inter-Allied 
Conference,  which  has  been  called  for 
the  purpose  of  dlacuMlns  closer  unity 
In  the  prosecution  of  the  war  and 
co-ordination  of  resource*  opened  In 
the  Ministry  or  FVrelcn  Affairs 
shortly  after  ten  yesterday  morn- 
Ins;,  with  fifteen  nations  represented. 
The  French  Premier,  M.  Clemenceau, 
presided  and  weloomed  the  delegates, 
emphasizing:  the  gravity  of  the  re- 
sponsibilities resting  on  the  assembled 
statesmen    and    military   officials. 

The  delegates  Immediately  went  to 
work,  subdividing  Into  committees, 
the  composition  of  which  had  been  ar- 
ranged at  preliminary  meetings. 

The  Italian  representatives  were 
the  first  to  reach  the  conference  hall. 
They  were  followed  by  the  envoys  of 
Japan.  The  American  war  mission, 
augmented  by  Ambassador  Sharp. 
Gen.  Pershing  and  Vice  -  Admiral 
Sims,  conferred  at  their  hotel  head- 
quarters before  going  to  the  Foreign 
Office,  which  they  reached  promptly 
at  10  o'clock.  The  British  delegates 
came  right  on  the  heels  of  the  Ameri- 
cans. There  were  large  crowds  out- 
side the  hotel  where  the  Americans 
and  British  are  quartered,  and  also  In 
front  of  the  Foreign  Ministry,  but 
there  was  no  cheering  or  demonstra- 
tion of  any  kind,  those  who  gathered 
to  see  the  representatives  of  the 
various  countries  seeming  to  realise 
the  seriousness  of  the  business  In 
band.

Our  task  is  to  translate  into 
actions  those  lofty  feelings  whereby 
we  are  animated.

M.  Pichon  then  outlined  the  ques- 
tions to  he  examined  and  the  methods 
to  be  followed.

Col.  Blon- 
dln said'  that  ths  letter  inviting  him  to 
speak  had  suggested  that  a  reference  to 
the  position  of  French-Canada  In  rela- 
tion to  the  war  would  be  interesting. 
"This  means,  of  course.,"  bs  said,  "that 
the  impression  is  abroad  that  the  heart 
of  French-Canadians  does  not  beat  in 
unison  with  that  of  the  rest  of  Canada. 
Let  me  assure  you.  contradictory  as  It 
may  appear,  that  despite  appearances, 
the  Province  of  Quebec  is  ths  most  deep* 
ly  British  of  all  the  Provinces.  Quebec 
Is  most  Interested  in  maintaining  eon- 
federation  for  Its  own  -material  welfare. 
It  Is  above  all  interested'  In  the  main- 
tenance of  ths  British  institutions.  Bo 
true  1«  this  that  all  the  agitators  in 
Quebec  have  been  forced  to  drop  their 
appeals  to  prejudice  because  of  the 
fear  that  British  connection  might  be 
destroyed. 

'It  hi  trus  that  we  axe  passing 
through  difficult  days,  but  from  afar 
our  troubles  appear  greater  than  they 
really  are.  Different  In  creed  from 
the  remainder  of  the  Dominion,  Que- 
bec has  been  the  subject  of  racial  and 
religious  appeals  more  than  most 
parts  of  Canada,  May  I  ask  would 
any  other  province  under  the  condi- 
tions have  stood  the  test  as  Quebec 
has  stood  it? 

"If  you  wish  to  form  a  Just  opinion 
of  Quebec,  do  not  look  upon  our  inter- 
nal troubles,  which  will  soon  pass. 
Look  rather  Into  our  history  and  see 
the  British  flag  flying  by  the  action 
of  French-Canadians,  only  twelve 
years  after  the  treaty  of  Paris  had 
wrenched  these  French-Canadians 
from  Francefsee  them  In  1775  hurling 
from  the  heights  of  Quebec  those 
Americans  who  tried  to  substitute 
their  flag  for  the  British. 

"As  they  fought  then,  so  they  fight 
today.  One  hundred  and  seventy-two 
decorations  already  have  been  con- 
ferred on  members  of  a  certain 
French-Canadian  battalion.  Lower 
estimates  have  been  made  of  the  num- 
ber of  enlistments,  yet  I  say  20,000  la 
more  nearly  correct  than  the  number 
generally  attributed  to  us.  Hardly  a 
Canadian  battalion  but  contains  a 
number  of  French-Canadians  who 
have  been  carried  by  enthusiasm  into 
battalions  whose  language  they  do  not 
understand  and  where  they  can  not 
hope  to  qualify  for  promotion. 

"Many  papers  there  are  which  make 
their  business  to  defame  us,  but  I 
prefer  to  road  the  columns  containing 
the  casualty  lists,  which  speak  elo- 
quently of  the  spirit  of  Quebec. 

"The  fear  of  being  thrown  among 
strangers — *f  I  may  use  the  word — 
prevented  many  from  answering  the 
call.  I  understand  that  things  will  be 
changed,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that 
French-Canadian  soldiers  will  havs 
units  of  their  own.  Let  me  assure 
you  that  It  is  my  deep  conviction  that 
the  clouds  will  soon  clear  away  In  the 
sky  of  Quebec  and  that  with  the  ap- 
plication of  conscription  Quebec  will 
do  Its  full  duty."

The  Premier  waa  escorted  to  the 
meeting  by  large  numbers  of  return- 
ed soldiers.  A  civic  address  of  wel- 
come was  read  by  Mayor  Eastes. 

Sir  Robert,  in  his  address,  asked: 
'Is  there  a  man  who  will  tell  me  why 
there  should  not  be  Union,  Govern- 
ment? Is  there  not  union  among  our 
men  at  the  front?  Does  the  man  go- 
ing over  the  top  aak  whether  hla  com- 
rade is  a  Grit  or  a  Tory?  And.  after 
all,  are  we  not  here  aa  a  reaerva  line 
[  on  which  our  country  has  to  depend 
In  this  war?" 

Liberate  in  the  cabinet,  he  said,  had 
given  up  premlershlps,  one  a  leader- 
ship, to  join  It.  "They  have  not  aban- 
doned their  oarty  any  more  than  1 
have  abandoned  my  party  to  Join  It" 

Speaking  of  world  conditions  which 
could  not  be  controlled  by  any  gov- 
ernment aa  largely  responsible  for 
food  prices,  be  declared:  "You  can 
only  bring  back  the  conditions  of 
other  days  by  buying  back  peace 
Ton  can  only  bring  back  peace  by 
victory." 


Men*  by  Mis* 
LONDON.  Nov.  SO.— A  German 
torpedo  boat  destroyer  belonging  to 
tha  Seebrugge  flotilla  struck  a  mine 
off  Wast  Kapelle.  Holland,  and  sank, 
according  to  aa  Exchange  Telegraph 
dispatch  from  Amsterdam.  Only 
two  of  her  craw  were  saved. 


LONDON,  Nov.  SO.— The  Marquis 
of  Lansdowne's  letter  containing 
peace  suggestions  holds  first  place  in 
the  editorial  columns  of  tha  London 
morning  newspapers,  but  with  the 
exception  of  the  radical  Dally  News, 
which  approvss  it,  and  tha  moderate 
Daily  Telegraph,  whleh  endorses  it 
In  part,  it  la  denounced. 

Lord  Lansdowne's  great  reputation 
and  past  services  to  the  country  are 
recognised  by  the  hostile  critics,  who, 
however,  fear  that  those  add  to  the 
mischief  which  they  believe  the  let- 
ter will  cause  by  misleading  foreign 
opinion  Into  the  belief  that  tha  views 
expressed  represent  an  important  sec- 
tion of  the  nation.  Such  belief,  they 
declare,  would  be  utterly  mistaken 
and  some  of  them  Insist  that  Lord 
Lansdowne  Is  speaking  solely  for  him- 
self, while  others  assert  that  he  has 
placed  the  prestige  of  a  great  name 
at  the  services  of  the  pacifists. 

Insistence  is  general  that  he  could 
not  have  chosen  a  worse  time  to 
launch  the  letter  than  when  Ger- 
many is  dickering  a  peace,  with  the 
Lenlneites,  the  Allied  conference 
meeting  In  Paris,  and  enemy  agents 
trying  to  induce  the  Italian  army  to 
abandon  the  fight. 

•  Appeals  to  the  American  ideals 
contained  in  the  speeches  of  Presi- 
dent Wilson  occur  in  virtually  all 
the  editorials.  The  Daily  Newa  draws 
encouragement  from  the  President's 
words,  while  The  Times,  an  opponent 
of  Lord  Lansdowne,  says  it  had  been 
offered  and  had  refused  to  print  the 
letter  because  it  did  not  reflect  any 
responsible  phase  of  British  oplnjon, 
and  fears  that  it  will  have  a  deplor- 
able effect  abroad. 

The  Times  declares  that  Lord  Lans- 
downe could  not  have  taken  a  step 
better  calculated  to  hearten  Germany 
to  prolong  the  war.  It  says  his  ar- 
guments are  weak  and  Illogical  and 
that  the  whole  letter  is  "extraordin- 
arily foolish  and   mischievous." 

The  Morning  Post  says  that  the 
real  mischief  of  Lord  Lansdowne's 
letter  Is  that  it  gilds  German  fetters 
with  fine  phrases  and  spreads  a 
camouflage  of  words  over  a  proposal 
of  surrender.  The  comment  of  The 
Daily  Chronicle,  although  adverse,  Is 
worded  moderately  and  refers  to 
President  Wilson's  reply  to  the  Papal 
peace  note.  It  says  that  if  it  is  a 
question  of  Lansdowne's  Judgment 
against  that  of  President  Wilson,  it 
would  strongly  prefer  the  President's. 

The  Daily  Mall  heads  its  editorial 
with  the  words:  "The  White  Flag," 
and  says  Lansdowne  Is  alone  in  his 
surrender. 

'  The  Daily  Telegraph  agrees  with 
the  writer  in  the  main  princlply, 
namely,  the  desirability  of  co-ordin- 
ating and  elucidating  the  war  alms 
of  the  Allies.  It  disagrees,  however, 
on  several  points,  notably  on  the 
question  of  freedom  of  the  seas. 

The  Dally  Express  fears  that  the 
letter  will  harden  Germany's  resolve 
to  conquer,  while  The  Graphic  de- 
scribes It  as  the  outpouring  of  a  man 
who  Is  so  weary  of  war  that  he  can 
only  wring  his  hands  In  despair. 

The  Dally  News  says:  "The  lettes 
is  aa  conspicuous  for  its  courage  as 
for  its  largeness  and  sanity  of  vision. 
He  does  immeasurable  service  to 
humanity  in  setting  before  all  the 
nations  the  duty  of  a  will  to  peace. 
The  way  to  whloh  Lord  Lansdowne 
points,  to  which  President  Wilson  has 
pointed,  and  which  Asquith,  Balfour, 
von  Bethmann-Hollweg,  Csernin, 
Briand  and  Smuts,  have  approved,  Is 
a  way  to  restore  to  the  shattered 
world  the  security  and  stability  of 
peace." 

The  Manchester  Guardian  considers 
Lord  Lansdowne's  letter  a  deliberate 
challenge  for  a  restatement  of  war 
alms  and  for  the  adoption  of  such  a 
statement  by  all  the  Allies.  It  char- 
acterises this  as  a  wise  endeavor 
which  is  bound  to  receive  serious  con- 
sideration. Lord  Lansdowne's  pro- 
gramme, The  Guardian  continues, 
would  disabuse  the  German  people  of 
their  false  Illusions,  occasioned  by 
misrepresentation  regarding  the  aims 
of  the  Allies,  and  even  if  It  brought 
peace  no  nearer  would  remove  some 
of  the  obstacles,  "and  at  least  we 
should  have  the  satisfaction  of  know- 
ing more  definitely  than  we  ever  yet 
have  been  permitted  to  know  what 
Is  the  policy  not  only  of  this  country, 
but  of  the  whole  alliance." 

Combatting  the  argument  that  such 
a  statement  would  be  likely  to  dis- 
hearten the  fighting  men.  the  news- 
paper considers  that  the  effects  would 
be  to  the  contrary  and  would  enable 
the  military  to  go  cheerfully  on  "in 
the  knowledge  that  everything  which 
could  be  done  was  being  done  to 
support  by  policy  what  they  are  seek- 
ing to  compass  by  arms." 

The  Guardian  declares  the  country 
has  suffered  too  long  from  timid  re- 
luctance to  face  the  facts  and  declare 
a  purpose  and  policy  of  things  want- 
ed and  not  wanted. 

"This  is  no  sign  of  courage  or  of 
statesmanship,"  The  Guardian  con- 
tinues. "It  Is  obfuslcatlon  of  stale  and 
faltering  diplomacy." 

Washington  Silent 

WASHINGTON,  Nov.  SO.  —  The 
Marquis  of  Lansdowne's  remarkable 
peace  programme,  published  In  to- 
day's newspapers  In  London,  has  at- 
tracted the  widest  attention  from  of- 
ficials and  diplomats,  but  brought  out 
no  expressions  of  any  sort  for  pub- 
lication. The  attitude  of  the  Gov- 
ernment waa  not  indicated  at  all,  and 
among  the  diplomats  there  was  great 
reticence  as  to  which  of  them  might 
take  the  lead  In  speaking.  The  im- 
pression seemed  to  prevail  that  some- 
one abroad,  probably  In  London  or 
Paris,  might  make  answer. 

LONDON.,  Nov.  SO. — The  newspa- 
pers In  Germkny  today  publish  the 
Lord  Lansdowne  letter  on  their  front 
pages,  telegraphs  the  Amsterdam  cor- 
respondent of  the  Exchange  Tele- 
graph Company.  The  German  news- 
papers consider  It  "a  beginning  of 
England  getting  reasonable."  The 
letter,  tha  correspondent  adds,  has 
caused  general  satisfaction  In  Oar- 
many,  where  it  l«  regarded  aa  a 
"semi-official  feeler."

ITALIAN  ARMY  HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN  ITALY,  Nov.  SO.— (By  The 
Associated  Press) — The  lessening  of 
the  intensity  of  the  enemy  attacks 
along  the  Northern  front  is  regarded 
as  forecasting  the  moving  of  activity 
to  other  points,  either  for  massed  at- 
tacks or  in  preparation  of  defensive 
positions  capable  of  meeting  the 
Italians,  reinforced  by  the  British  and 
French,  in  a  concerted  advance. 

Aviators  report  that  the  enemy  is 
feverishly  active  along  the  Taglia- 
mento  River,  where  he  is  compelling 
the  civilian  population  to  assist  in  the 
construction  of  lines  of  defensive 
trenches  and  works  on  the  eastern 
bank  of  the  river,  to  which  he  prob- 
ably would  fall  back  in  case  of  a  re- 
verse along  the  Piave. 

The  arrival  of  a  number  of  Ameri- 
can officers  is  regarded  as  highly  sat- 
isfactory and  perhaps  significant  of 
coming  events.  Up  to  the  present' the 
American  Government  has  required 
military  and  naval  observers  to  re- 
main comparatively  Inactive  In  Italy, 
so  as  not  to  affront  Austria-Hungary, 
with  whom  America  Is  at  peace. 


TO  ENCOURAGE  USE 

OF  MEATLESS  DIET 

SAN  FRANCISCO,  Nov.  SO.— A  Japan- 
ese ^astronomical  invention  Intended  to 
encourage  meatlessness  in  diet  was 
brought  to  America  yesterday  by  its 
inventor,  Dr.  Kikunae  Ikeda,  professor 
of  physical  chemistry  in  the  Imperial 
University  at  Tokio.  who  will  tour  this 
country  in  the  interest  of  a  $6,000,000 
laboratory  to  be  founded  by  the  Jap- 
anese Government. 

•He  has  offered  his  Invention  to  Food 
Administrator  Herbert  Hoover,  who,  it 
was  said,  will  test  It  in  the  army  com- 
missary. 

The  compound,  according  to  Dr.  Ikeda. 
is  made  of  wheat  gluten,  and  imparts 
the  flavor  of  meat  to  any  article  of 
food  it  touches.  It  is  called  AJi-no- 
Moto,  and  is  prepared  as  a  white  pow- 
der to  be  used  like  salt.  Dr.  Ikeda  says 
Its  use  Is  common  in  Japan. 


Czechs  Assist  Italians 
AMSTERDAM.  Nov.  30. — In  the 
Lower  House  of  the  Hungarian  Par- 
liament today  the  Government  was 
interpellated  regarding  the  action  of 
certain  Czech  soldiers,  who  shortly 
before  the  Austro-German  offensive 
in  Northern  Italy,  are  reported  to 
have  informed  the  Italians  of  the 
position  of  the  18th  Division,  to 
which  the  Czechs  belonged.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  the  seat  of  the 
Csech  conspiracy  was  at  Prague.  Tha 
Minister  of  of  National  Defence  stat- 
ed an  inquiry  into  the  charge  could 
only  be  concluded  after  tbe  accused 
had  returned  from  their  captivity  in 
Italy. 


German   Policy   Attacked 

DRESDEN.  Saxony,  Nov.  SO.—

Deputy  Fletehner,  a  Socialist,  made 
a  severe  attack  on  the  German  for- 
eign policy  when  he  said  he  had  In 
his  possession  a  copy  of  a  treaty 
signed  by  Dr.  Alfred  Zlmmermann, 
former  German  Foreign  Secretary, 
which,  If  It  had  been  drawn  up  and 
signed  within  the  limits  of  the  em- 
pire, would  have  been  equivalent  to 
high  treason.  The  deputy's  assertion 
caused  some  excitement,  especially  in 
view  of  his  offer  to  read  the  treaty  In 
open  session.  The  president  of  the 
chamber  asked  to  see  the  documents, 
which  he  turned  over  to  Count  vort 
Vltssthura,  Saxon  Foreign  Minister.

LONDON.  Nov.  SO.— (Via  Router's 
Ottawa  Agency) — Tha  Empire  Par- 
liamentary Association  today  enter- 
tained at  luncheon  Sir  Edward  Morris, 
Premier  of  Newfoundland,  and  Lieut.- 
Col.  the  Hon.  P.  E.  Blondln.  The 
largest  gathering  that  ever  attended 
a  similar  event  waa  present.  Lord 
Chancellor  Flndlay  presided,  and 
many  distinguished  men,  including  Sir 
George  Perley,  High  Commissioner 
for  Canada. 

The  Lord  Chancellor,  in  proposing 
tha  toasts  to  Newfoundland  and  Can- 
ada, said  that  regarding  Newfound- 
land all  had  been  Impressed  with  the 
part  that  colony  had  played,  in  con- 
tributing men  to  the  British  navy  and 
also  sending  contingents  to  fight  our 
battles  on  land.  Lieut.-Col.  the  Hon. 
Blondln,  he  said,  had  a  most  distin- 
guished career,  and  had  shown  in  the 
most  complex  way  his  devotion  to  the 
great  interests  of  the  Empire  to 
which  his  fellow-countrymen  belong- 
ed. He  recalled  that  Lt.-Col.  Blondln 
had  resigned  office  for  the  purpose  of 
participating  in  military  training  and 
raising  forces  to  enable  Canada  to  do 
her  part. 

Referring  to  the  elections,  the  Lord 
Chancellor  said  that  it  waa  very  diffi- 
cult for  any  speaker  here  to  say  any-

Them  has  Juat  aassed  away  a  figure 
unique  In  the  annate  of  Journalism  on 
the  Pacific  Coast.  The  late  Mr.  D.  W. 
Hlgglns  was  the  oldest  member  of  the 
fraternity  In  the  West,  and  without 
special  knowledge  on  the  subject  we 
are  safe  in  saying  that  he  waa  among 
the  very  oldest  members  of  the  fra- 
ternity In  Canada  and  the  United 
States.  One  can  easily  realize  that, 
when  we  state  that  he  established  The 
San  Francisco  Call  In  185C,  three 
years  before  British  Columbia  became 
a  colony  and  the  same  year  that  the 
first  Legislative  Assembly  of  Vancou- 
ver Island  was  convened.  <  Therefore, 
his  active  life  In  journalism*  covers  the 
span  of  our  history  practically  to  the 
present  day,  because,  while  he  retired 
from  the  actual  ownership  and  con- 
trol of  a  newspaper  in  1886,  he  never 
ceased  contributing  articles  in  Some 
form  to  the  press  until  a  few  months 
before  he  died. 

In  a  very  special  way  Mr.  Hlggtns 
waa  Identified  with  the  hlatory  of 
British  Columbia,  and  more  particu- 
larly that  of  Vancouver  Island.  He 
came  to  this  Province  In  1858,  and 
in  1844  Joined  the*  staff  of  The 
Colonist.  A  couple  of  years  later  he 
established  The  Daily  Chronicle,  from 
which  time  he  exercised  an  active, 
strong  Influence  in  public  life.  About 
1885  he  acquired  The  Colonist  and 
amalgamated  it  with  The  Chronicle. 
As  editor  and  proprietor  of  The  Col- 
onist, which  was  the  leading  news- 
paper of  the  Colony  of  Vancouver 
Island  and  later  of  the  whole  of  Bri- 
tish Columbia,  he  had  a  large  hand  In 
the  direction  of  affairs.  After  the 
union  of  1888  he  advocated  with 
vigor  and  ability  the  cause  of  Confed- 
eration, to  the  bringing  about  of 
which  he  personally  contributed  of  his 
means,  as  well  as  by  able  advocacy  In 
the  columns  of  his  newspaper.  So 
,  much  of  his  life's  work  is  referred  to 
elsewhere  that  It  la  not  necessary  to 
enlarge  upon  his  activities  in  these 
respects. 

Originally,  like  so  many  other  Jour- 
nalists who  came  Into  prominence  as 
editors  and  writers,  he  was  a.  printer, 
but  he  had  a  natural  bent  for  the  edi- 
torial end  of  his  calling.  He  was  a 
wide  reader,  with  a  quite  remarkable 
memory,  and  through  his  association 
with  the  work  of  the  "fourth  estate" 
soon  acquired  a  facility  aa  reporter 
and  later  on  aa  editorial  writer.  He 
wielded  m  "vigorous  and  facile  pen," 
to  use  a  somewhat  stereotyped  meth- 
od of  expressing  it,  and  aa  a  self- 
trained  Journalist  he  waa  practical  In 
dealing  with  his  subjects,  usually 
those  about  which  he  had  obtained 
his  "earn,  first-hand  information. 
Therefore,  his  articles  upon  municipal 
and  Provincial  politics  were  rarely 
academic  in  their  treatment.  He  was 
governed  by  no  formulas  or  conven- 
tionalities, and  when  his  interest  was 
aroused,  from  whatever  reason,  he 
"hit  from  the  shoulder." 

As  a  newspaper  man,  from  the 
business  point  of  view  he.  was  un- 
usually successful,  especially  when  we 
'consider  the  slow  progress  for  a  long 
time  made  In  commercial  and  indus- 
trial development  and  the  relative 
smallness  of  the  population.  In  a 
long  period  of  upa  and  downs,  during 
which  there  were  more  "downs"  than 
"ups,"  and  several  severe  and  pro- 
tracted depressions,  his  papsr  always 
made  money,  the  result,  of  course,  of 
extremely  hard  work  on  his  own  part 
and  eareful,  economical  management. 
Mr.  Hlgglns  was  always  very  active, 
and  being  endowed  with  great  vitality 
and  physical  endurance  during  his 
years  of  active  management,  did  the 
work  of  two  or  three  men.  During  the 
earlier  part  of  his  career  In  Victoria 
he  would  frequently  collect  news, 
writs  editorials,  and  solicit  business. 

In  1888,  having  acquired  a  fair 
competence,  having  had  considerable 
other  interests,  and  being  ambitious 
to  enter  political  life,  Mr.  Hlgglns'  sold 
out  The  Colonist,  In  the  elections  of 
that  year  he  won  a  seat  in  Rsqulma.lt. 
and  waa  subsequently  made  Speaker 
of  the  Legislature,  a  position  he  oc- 
cupied with  dignity  and  conspicuous 
ability  until  hs  retired  In  1887,  aa  the 
result  of  his  differences  with  the  Gov- 
ernment on  the  question  of  the  con- 
cession to  Jhe  Cassia r  Central,  to 
which  hs  was  very  much  opposed.  He 
was  re-elected  In  1888  for  Esquimau, 
for! the  fourth  time,  but  did  not  ever 
afterwards  occupy  a  public  position. 
As  a  Journalist,  Mr  Hlgglns  waa  al- 
ways very  much  qf  a  free  lance,  and 
In  politics  did  not  differ  materially  In 
tha|  reaped.  Party  government  In 
British  Columbia  until  1808  did  not 
hays  a  strong  hold  on  the  minds  of 
the  public*  asd  hs  In  'particular  was 
not  amenable  to  party  discipline,  and 
did  not  hesitate  to  change  sMas  If  he 
did  not  agree  with  the  party  he  for 
the  time  being  was  supporting.  Af- 
ter the  election  of  1888,  he  did  not 
agate  offer  himself  as  a  candidate, 
thofgrh  ho  uunttnssfl  to  toko  an  ee- 
tive*1nterOBt  In  politics  for  some  time 
after,' 

Mr.    Hlgglns   waa    active    In   many 
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politics.     He  was  the^ehief  promoter 


of  the  tiauiway  lu  Yimuila,  the  essaW 
tor  for  which  carried  powers  in  re* 
spect  of  power  and  light  He  was  a 
heavy  Investor  In  real  estate,  but  un- 
fortunately for  himself  his  outside 
Investments  were  not  successful,  and 
he  lost  a  fortune  made  la  Journalism 
In  other  business  ventures.  Mr.  Hlg- 
glns made  an  Important  contribution 
to  the  literature  of  the  Province  In 
two  books  which  he  wrote  and  pub- 
lished, entitled,  respectively.  "The 
Mystic  Spring"  and  "The  Passing  of 
the  Race."  both  or  which  were  widely 
sold  'and  read.  These  contained  a 
collection  of  reminiscences,  only  suf- 
ficiently flavored  with  Action  to  spice 
the  interest  of  the  reader.  In  all  es- 
sential details  ths  stories  were  true. 
With  his  Intimate  knowledge  of  the 
pioneers  and  pioneer  life,  with  a  mem- 
ory which  was  peculiarly  retentive, 
and  with  a  good  literary  turn  as  a 
writer,  the  late  Mr.  Hlgglns  was  ad- 
mirably adapted  for  the'  work  he  un- 
dertook In  this  direction,  and  a  num- 
ber of  other  of  his  reminiscences 
compiled  at  various  times  may  yot  be 
published. 

He  had  a  long,  successful,  and  cer- 
tainly a  moot  interesting  career.  His 
life  was  full  of  activities.  He  dis- 
played at  all  tlmee  the  keenest  pos- 
sible interest  in  everything,  from  the 
little  personal  affairs  of  his  friends 
and  neighbors  to  the  large  problems 
of  the  land.  At  the  time  of  his  death 
he  occupied  a  position  peculiarly  his 
own,  and  outside  of  Dr.  J.  8.  Helin- 
cken,  he  was  our  most  historic  figure, 
inasmuch  as  he  had  lived  throughout 
the  whole  life  pf  the  Province  and  had 
been  for  the  greater  part  of  the  time 
closely  Identified  with  its  affairs.  The

AUSTRALIA  AND  CONSCRIPTION 


NO  SIGN  OF  KXHATJSTION 


Lord  Lansdowne's  letter,  as  was  an- 
ticipated, has  aroused  a  storm  of  pro- 
test from  the  British  press,  while 
members  of  the  Government  like  Mr. 
Bonar  Law  and  Lord  Robert  Cecil  are 
emphatic  in  pointing  out  that  in  no 
way  does  It  reflect  official  opinion.  The 
Minister  of  Blockade  says  that  Brit- 
ain's war  aim  remains  unchanged  and 
that  it  la — Victory.  Whatever  com- 
fort Germany  may  derive  from  the 
pronouncement  will  be  short-lived, 
for  Its  Immediate  effect  will  be  to  ex- 
tract from  the  Allied  War  Conference 
now  sitting  In  Parts  a  repudiation  of 
the  views  to  which  Lord  Lansdowne 
has  given  publicity. 

As  we  said  before,  it  is  regrettable 
In  the  extreme  that  his  lordship 
should  have  chosen  such  a  time  for 
advocating  half-hearted  measures  in 
dealing  with  an  enemy  such  ss  Ger- 
many. The  theory  that  the  Allied  na- 
tions are  approaching  *  exhaustion  is 
so  much  poppy-cock,  and,  coming 
from  an  authority  of  Lord  Lans- 
downe's repute,  argues  a  weakness  in 
his  Judgment  which  may  be  the  re- 
sult of  advancing  years.  Nine  months' 
ago  German  agents  spread  the  report 
that  France  was  on' her  last  legs,  and 
that  unless  American  support  waa 
forthcoming  she  "would  have  to  make 
peace.  Since  then  General  Petaln's 
troops,  In  brilliant  offensives,  have 
wrested  back  from  the  enemy  all  the 
ground  he  had  won  in  the  Verdun  re- 
gion, driven  him  back  from  the 
Chemln-dea-Damee  after  weeks  of  the 
bloodiest  fighting  in  the  war,  and 
made  striking  progress  along  the  en- 
tire Alsne  front  and  in  Belgium. 
France,  far  from  being  exhausted,  Is 
how  at  the  senlth  of  her  power,  as  the 
Indomitable  courage  and.  unflinching 
determination  of  her  troops  prove. 

The  United  States  has  only  been  In 
the  war  for  six  months,  and  has  yet 
to  begin  to  make  her  weight  felt.  If 
Lord  Lansdowne  thinks  the  'term  ex- 
haustion Is  applicable  to 'her  he  can 
only  expect  his  views  to  arouse  ridi- 
cule. Italy,  although  she  has  Just  sur- 
vived a  staggering  blow,  la  again 
lighting  baok  with  all  her  old-time 
vigor.  The  nation  haa  been  consoli- 
dated by  the  Austro-Osrman  menace. 
She  la  imbued  with  more  dogged  de- 
termination than  ever  during  the 
thirty  months  she  has  been  In  the 
war,  and  It  Is  entirely  unlikely  she 
will  waver  at  a  moment  when  power- 
ful Anglo-French  reinforcements  are 
mustering  for  her  aid.  Lord  Lans- 
downe's strictures  on  exhaustion  can 
hardly  apply  to  Japan,  a  nation  which 
la  stronger  and  more  resourceful  than 
at  any  period  In  her  history.  In  ths 
case  of  Great  Britain,  how  can  she  be 
exhausted,  with  her  Navy  nearly  fifty 
per  cent  more  powerful  than  on  Aug- 
ust 4.  1814,  with  an  army  of  6,000,- 
000.  with  resources  more  widespread 
and  richer  than  those  of  any  nation 
engaged  in  the  war,  and  with  her  well 
known  courage  and  doggedness  un- 
abated T  His  lordship,  by  what  he  has 
said,  displays  deplorable  Ignorance  of 
the  world  situation,  for  his  statement 
about  exhaustion  among  the  Allied 
Powers  can  apply  to  Russia  alone. 
Lord  Lansdowne  gives  the  people  of 
the  British  Empire  credit  for  poor 
Judgment  If  he  thinks  they  will  be  In- 
fluenced by  what  he  he  has  said.  Far 
from  being  exhausted,  Britain  and  her 
Oversea  Dominions  are  Just  reaching 
the  top  of  their  stride.  Ills  Lordship 
should  make  a  few  too ra  of  the  west- 
ern front  and  he  will  learn  at  first 
hand  how  Britain's  fighters  feel  about 
giving  quarter  to  the  enemy  until  vic- 
tory is  won.

Premier  Hughes  ,of  Australia,  has 
Issued  a  manifesto  to  ths  soldiers 
serving  overseas  urging  them  to  vote 
in  the  affirmative-  In  the  referendum 
on  conscription.

If  the 
referendum  Is  defeated  Premier 
Hughes  and  his  Government  will  re- 
sign, and  the  reins  of  power  will  be 
handed  over  to  the  extremists.  '  The 
latter  are  led  by  Archbishop  Mannlx, 
who,  Premier  Hughee  says,  has 
preached  sedition  In  and  out  of  sea- 
son. Dr.  Mannlx,  In  telling  his  fol- 
lowers to  oppose  conscription,  said: 
"You  In  Australia  are  Sinn  Felners, 
and  more  luck  to  you."  The  Sinn  Fein 
policy,  among  other  things,  declares 
that  every  man  who  wears  khaki  Is  a 
traitor. 

Who  can  doubt  that  upon  this  oc- 
casion Australia  will  carry  the  refer- 
endum and  give  the  soldiers  the  rein- 
forcements which  will  be  so  sorely 
needed  during  next  Spring.  No  sol- 
diers have  fought  better  than  the  men 
of  the  Commonwealth.  No  overseas 
Dominion,  in  proportion  to  its  popula- 
tion, has  acted  a  more  patriotic  part 
In  the  war.  Upon  the  last  occasion 
when  a  referendum  on  conecriptlon 
was  taken  It  was  defeated  by  60,000 
In  a  vote  of  over  1,000,000.  At  that 
time  the  crisis,  in  the  war  was  not  in 
any  way  so-serious  as  it  is  today.  We 
cannot  believe  that  Australia  will 
show  any  signs  of  weakness.  Her 
people  are  not  of  the  kind  who,  once 
having  put  their  hands  to  the  plough, 
turn  back.  In  Australia,  as  In  this 
country,  all  the  forces  antagonistic  to 
the  Empire,  all  lrresponsibles,  slack- 
ers, cowards,  pacifists  and  pro-Ger- 
mans, will  be  opposed  to  compulsory 
military  service.  We  believe  that  in 
the  hour  of  trial  their  Influence  will 
be  unavailing.

The  Women'a  Vote 

Sir, — In  the  pursuit  of  my  duties 
asT  the  enumerator  of  the  TUiicum 
(Saanlch)  polling  division  of  Nanalmo, 
I  find  considerable  misapprehension  re- 
garding the  rights  which  the  Electoral 
Act  confers  upon  the  women  relatives 
of  our  soldiers  and  sailors.  Even  the 
enumerators  are  not  altogether  clear 
upon  some  polnta  Let  me  cite  an  ex- 
ample: Today  I  was  on  Harriet  Road. 
The  west,  side  of  the  street  Is  In 
Saanlch,  the  east  side  In  the  city.  A 
young  Englishwoman  asked  me  if 
she  was  not  entitled  to  a  vote,  stating 
she   had   a   brother   fighting   in   Prance. 

"Certainly  you  are  entitled  to  a  vote! 
Where  do  you  reside?" 

Pointing  to  a  house  across  the  street, 
she  said;  "The  city  enumerator  told 
her  she  could  not  vote  because  bar 
husband   is  an   American.'* 

I  replied:  "Tour  husband  cannot 
vote  unlese  he  has  become  a  natural- 
ised British  subject;  but  yon  can  vote, 
and  I  advise  you,  to  demand  that  your 
name  be  placed   upon   the  voting   list.'*

sister  or  daughter  of  a  ssldler  on  over- 
sees service,  or  who  has  returned 
hoaorahty  discharged,  era  voters.  Also 
Of  sailors,  whether  In  or  out  of  Can- 
ada, providing  they  were  la  the  service 
prior   to   September    XS. .

Death  has  removed  the  oldest  repre- 
toatatlve  of  Journalism  on  ths  Pacific 
<*oaet  In  the  person  of  the  late  D.  W. 
Hlgglns,  whose  fortunes  have  been  asso- 
ciated with  those  of  British  Columbia 
since  early  in  1868.  the  year  of  destiny 
for  this  Province,  although  gold  had  been 
discovered  In  small  quantities  In  Van- 
couver island  and  Queen  Charlotte  Isl- 
ands In  I860  and  In  1851  snd  1851  an 
Incipient  mining  boom  had  taken  place 
on  account  of  the  discoveries  in  Gold 
Harbor,  It  was  not  until  1868  that  the 
discoveries  on  the  Eraser  River  and 
tributaries  brought  the  first  big  rush, 
on  account  ef  which  Victoria  was 
translated  from  a  Hudson's  Bay  Co. 
trading  post  and  a  departmental  head- 
quarters to,  a  city  of  tents,  containing 
possibly    25,000   people. 

Among  those  who  found  the  lure  too 
strong  for  them  and  who  Joined  the 
throng  of  adventurers  was  Mr.  D.  W. 
Higgins.  who  In  1868  was  a  resident  of 
San  Francisco  and  the  proprietor  pf  The 
Han  Francisco  Dally  Call,  which  he 
founded  In  I860  and  which  he  sold  In 
1868.  Mr.  Hlgglns  waa  the  fourth  son 
of  William  B.  Hlgglns,  a  native  of 
Manchester,  Eng.,  who  settled  In  Nova 
Scotia  In  1814  and  subsequently  moved 
to  Brooklyn,  New  York,  in  1834.  At 
that  time  Mr.  Hlgglns  was  two  years 
old,  having  been  born  In  Halifax,  N.8.. 
November  30,  1834.  In  Brooklyn  he  was. 
as  a  youth  of  13,  apprenticed  to  the 
printing  trade,  and  there  became  a  Jour- 
neyman printer.  In  1866  he  Joined  the 
throng  of  fortune  seekers  and  sailed  on 
March  5  from  New  York  for  San  Fran- 
cisco, which  city  he  reached  after 
twenty-one  days,  croasing^the  Isthmus 
of  Panama.  San  Francisco  Was  then 
the  Mecca  of  all  the  adventurers  of 
the  West,  and  times  were  lively  in  the 
extreme. 

rounds  Oreat  newspaper 
As  stated,  The  Call  was  established 
In  1856,  and  from  the  very  first  it  was 
a  financial  success.  Today  It  Is  one  of 
the  great  dallies  of  the  Pacific  Coast. 
Mr.  Hlgglns  was  in  San  Francisco  dur- 
ing the  exciting  times  of  the  Vigilance 
Committee,  which  established  law  and 
order,  and  remembered  clearly  up  to 
the  day  of  his  death  the  events  con- 
nected with  that  organization  and  the 
circumstances  which  gave  it  birth.  In 
1856  San  Franclslo  was  a  mudhole  at 
certain  seasons  of  the  year.  The  side- 
walks were  only  rough  planks,  and 
there  was  no  street  paving,  nor  were 
the  streets  lighted.  It  was  unsafe, 
especially  for  strangers,  to  be  abroad 
after  nightfall,  and  Mr.  Hlgglns  used 
to  tell  how  at  3  In  the  morning,  after 
the  paper  was  out,  he  used  to  take  the 
middle  of  the  street  with  a  revolver  in 
hand,  upon  which  and  a  strong  right 
arm  he  depended  for  his  safety  from  as- 
sault 

Mr.  Higgins  sold  out  The  Call  In 
1858,  and,  on  board  the  Sierra  Nevada, 
sailed  for  Victoria,  leaving*  on  July  8 
with  a  aum  of  money  "under  his  belt." 
Landing  In  Victoria  on  July  15,  he  left 
for  Yale  In  August.  The  head  of  navi- 
gation then  was  Hope  and  from  there 
he  proceeded  In  a  canoe  to  his  destina- 
tion. Yale  was  the  centre  of  the  min- 
ing excitement  and  in  a  sense  the  capl-' 
tal  of  the  Mainland,  and  there  he  re- 
mained for  nineteen  months,  keeping  a 
store  on  Yale  Flat  and  managing  aev> 
eral  mining  caiqps,  in  which  he  was  In- 
terested. The  first  season,  however, 
demonstrated  that  the  bars  of  the 
Fraser  were  hot  up  to  expectations  and 
the  Influx  from  the  United  States  soon 
faded  away,  leaving  but  a  remnant  ot 
the  1rst  arrivals. 

There  were  many  privations  to  be  en- 
dured and  the  mixed  state  of  society, 
which  Included  all  grades  of  people, 
was  anything  but  desirable.  Mr.  Hlg- 
glns has  told  us  In  his  short  stories 
thrilling  tales  of  his  experience  in  Yalo 
and  of  the  experiences  of  others  which 
came  within  his  ken,  and  history  huu 
recorded  many  more. 

Mo  Place  for  a  Christian 

It  was  no  place  for  a  Christian  to  re- 
side In  those  days  and  no  place,  except 
for  the  comparatively  few,  in  which  to 
make  money.  He,  accordingly,  came  to 
the  Coast  and  joined  the  staff  of  The 
Victoria  Colonist  on  February  16,  1840. 
The  Colonist  was  then  owned  and  edited 
by  Mr.  Amor  de  Cosmos,  who  had  es- 
tablished It  in  1858,  and  It  was,  with 
exception  of  two  short-lived  predeces- 
sors, the  pioneer  paper  of  British  Co- 
lumbia. 

Mr.  Hlgglns  has  described  how  he 
first  came  In  contact  with  the  late  Mr. 
Amor  de  Cosmos  and  how  he  came  to 
be  connected  with  The  Colonist.  Both 
these  men,  who  for  such  a  considerable 
period  occupied  a  prominent  place  In 
Victoria,  curiously  enough  came  from 
Nova  Scotia,  both  were  engaged  in  the 
newspaper  business  and  both  had  been 
for   some   time   In   California 

Until  the  particular  time  of  meeting 
on  a  boat  having  passage  for  Semlah- 
moo,  Mr.  Higgins  and  Mr.  De  Cosmos 
had  not  heard  of  each  other.  In  those 
days  Setnlahmoo,  Whatcom,  Sehome, 
Port  Townsend  and  Seattle  were  cities 
"In  nublbus"  with  illimitable  possibil- 
ities. They  had  been  promoted  through 
the  gold  mining  excitement  and  Mr. 
Hlgglns  had  invested  a  large  sum  In 
Semlahmoo,  about  which  he  had  never 
any  subsequent  news  aa  to  returns,  and 
was  on  his  way  to  view  his  possessions. 
At  that  time  his  Idea  was  to  return  to 
California  and  there  to  re-engage  In 
Journalism,  but  he  was  persuaded  by 
Mr.  De  Cosmos  to  remain  in  Victoria 
and  Join  his  staff.  Seattle,  by  the  way, 
was  then  a  place  of  two  hundred,  while 
Victoria  had  over  8,000  of  population. 
Variety  of  Duties 

On  The  Colonist  Mr.  Hlgglns  was  a 
reporter,  business  manager,  compositor 
and  anything  else  that  occasion  de- 
manded. There  was  no  telegraph,  and 
the  earliest  news  was  obtained  for  some 
years  by  boarding  Incoming  steamers 
in  the  Royal  Roads  and  getting  the 
latest  newspapers  from  San  Francisco 
and  other  coast  cities,  and  efforts  in 
(nig  respect  were  often  quite  as  enter- 
prising aa  they  arc  today.  Much  against 
the  will  of  Mr.  De  Cosmos,  Mr.  Hlgglns 
parted  company  with  Ths  Colonial  and 
established  The  Dally  Chronicle  on  Oc- 
tober 38,  1843.  From  that  time  onward, 
ae  long  aa  Mr.  Da  Cosmos  remained  fn 
public  life,  there  was  a  bitter  feud  be- 
tween these  two^mea.'sad  the  way  they 
belabored  each  ether  In  their  respec- 
tive newspapers  waa  quite  equal  to  the 
best  traditions  of  old-time  Journalistic 
warfare. 

In  the  year  1884.  Mr.  De  Cosmos  sold 
out  The  Colonist  to  several  of  hie  ess* 
ployeea,  who  formed  a  Joint  stock  com- 
pany. They  were  Mr.  W.  A  Harries,  a 
Capetown  barrister;  Mr.  William  Mit- 
chell, of  Ontario,  who  later  felf  down 
a  assssag  shaft  la  the  Cariboo,  and  was 
killed;  Mr.  MrSTswrte,  aseouataat.  Mr. 
W.  R.  Oagbton.  ina soger  of  the  prtatlag

nlst  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Hlgglns  In 
1886  and  amalgamated  with  The  Chron- 
icle, continuing  under  the  name  of  the 
elder  paper.  There  war*  many  editorial 
contributors,  though  not  often  any  regu- 
lar editor,  outside  of  Mr.  Higgles  him- 
self, who  looked  after  the  newa  and 
business  end  of  the  paper.  Frequently 
men  like  Dr.  Helmcken.  Mr.  W.  Sebright 
Oreen.  H.  E.  Seelye  and  others  would 
write  letters  which  were  turned  In  as 
editorials.  One  clever  writer  was  Mr. 
J.  w.  Disette,  a  Quebec  man. 

Sraper  Becomes  giuiasssfsl 

Under  Mr.  Hlgglns'  management  the 
Colonist,  as  had  The  Chronicle  before, 
always  paid,  even  In  bad  tlmea,  and  la 
good  times  paid  Veil.  When  Confedera- 
tion with  Canada  became  an  Important 
laeue  In  British  Columbia,  he  waa  able 
out  of  hla  own  resources  to  take  his 
wife  and  daughter  and  go  on  an  Impor- 
tant mlaalon  to  Ottatfa  to  Interview 
Sir  John  A.  Macdonald  and  his  col- 
leagues on  the  subject.  His  services  In 
this  connection.  In  Informing  the  Gov- 
ernment on  conditions  In  the  Colony, 
were  most  valuable  to  the  cause.  While 
eaat  he  took  quite  an  expensive  trip 
through  Canada  and  the  United  States. 
and  the  letters  he  sent  to  The  Colonist 
as  he  proceeded  from  place  to  place 
form  most  Interesting  reading.  The 
people  of  British  Columbia  at  that  time 
had  a  very  Imperfect  knowledge  of 
conditions  In  Eastern.  Canada  and  In  the 
Eastern  Statea. 

In  1870,  when  the  British  Columbia 
delegates  went  to  Ottawa  to  arrange 
the  terms  of  union  with  Canada,  it  was 
felt  that  some  decided  effort  should  be 
made  to  secure  responsible  government 
coinctdentally  with  union.  In  accord- 
ance with  the  policy  of  Mr.  Higgins,  nx 
expressed  through  The  Colonist,  and 
others  of  the  leaders  of  the  movement 
at  the  time,  a  meeting  of  Messrs.  D.  W. 
Hlgglns,  John  Robson  and  H.  E.  Seelye 
was  held,  at  which  it  was  concluded  that 
one  of  their  number  should  proceed  to 
Ottawa  to  inform  the  Government  there 
that,  unless  responsible  government 
were  assured,  they  would  oppose  the 
adoption  of  the  terms  as  a  whole  and 
thus  delay  confederation.  Mr.  Seelye. 
who  was  a  personal  friend  of  Sir  Leon- 
ard Tllley.  Minister  of  Customs,  was 
selected,  and  he  travelled  with  the  dele- 
gates to  Ottawa.  His  entire  expenses 
were  paid  out  of  the  pocket  of  Mr.  Hig- 
-  gins. 

At  this  stage  of  his  career  an  impor- 
tant alliance  was  made  with  Mr.  John 
Robson,  who  was  the  founder  of  The 
New  Westminster  Columbian,  and  that 
time  a  member  of  the  Legislature.  Back- 
ed by  the  late  Hugh  John  Nelson,  later 
Lieutenant-Governor,  to  the  extent  of 
110,000,  Robson  moved  his  paper  to  Vic- 
toria for  the  wider  field  which  it  afford- 
ed. The  Columbian,  though  strongly 
edited,  was  not  a  financial  success,  and 
through  the  efforts  of  the  late  Mr.  F. 
J.  Barnard,  Robson  and  Mr.  Hlgglne 
were  brought  together  to  better  bring 
about  Confederation,  to  which  causa 
both  were  ardently  attached.  The  re- 
sult was  that  The  Columbian  offices 
were  locked  up  and  Mr  John  Robson 
Joined  The  Colonist  staff  In  1870  as 
editor,  and  remained  in  that  position 
until  the  first  general  election  after 
1874.  when  he  accepted  the  position  of 
comptroller  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  surveys  in  British  Columbia. 
Organized  wire  Department 

Mr,  Hlgglns, -as  a  young  man,  In  fact, 
all  through  life,  wa.-j  exceedingly  active, 
and  physically  strong,  m  early  Jour- 
nalism on  thlB  Coast,  where  there  was 
little  division  of  labor  and  "all  were 
for  the  state,"  only  such  men  as  he 
could  succeed.  His  activities  were  not 
only  as  a  newspaperman,  but  as  a  pub- 
lic man  were  numerous.  He  organized 
the  first  Fire  Department  in  Victoria  In 
1860.  He  was  a  member  and  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Education  from  1864  to 
1869,  inclusive,  and  a  member  of  the 
school  board  of  Victoria  from  1884  to 
1886.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
City  Council  In  1886.  His  most  impor- 
tant business  venture,  outside  of  his 
newspaper,  was  the  National  Klectrlc 
Tramway  Co.,  of  Victoria,  of  which  he 
was  president,  and  which  was  incorpor- 
ated In  1890.  This  company  operated 
the  first  line  of  street  railway  in  British 
Columbia.  The  enterprise  promised  at 
first  to  be  a  splendidly  paying  one,  but 
Victoria  had  not  then  reached  the  pro- 
portions in  population  and  was  too  scat- 
tered to  place  a  tramway  on  a  dividend 
paying  basis,  and  eventually  It  went 
Into  liquidation  and  cost  Mr.  Higgins 
the  greater  part  of  his  fortune. 

Having  spent  twenty-five  busy  years 
as  editor  and  proprietor  of  The  Colonist 
Mr.  Hlgglns  turned  his  attention  to 
politics,  for  which  his  long  experience 
In  journalism  In  Victoria  peculiarly  fit- 
ted him.  He  was  a  candidate  for  Es- 
qulmalt,  and  was  first  returned  to  the 
Legislature  during  the  general  election 
of  1886.  A  member  of  Parliament  who 
is  also  editor  of  a  newspaper  is  really 
very  much  handicapped  In  both  respects. 
Mr.  Higgins.  realizing  this,  sold  The 
Colonist  to  Ellis  A  Co.— W.  H.  Allla,  A. 
O.  Sarglson  and  W.  Higgins — In  1886. 
In  the  Fall  of  1888  he  took  a  trip  back 
to  Eastern  Canada,  and,  Incidentally, 
was  commissioned  by  Ellis  &  Co.  to  re- 
commend an  experienced  editor  for  The 
Colonist.  The  result  of  Mr.  Hlgglns' 
enquiries  was  that  the  late  Henry  Law- 
son,  of  the  editorial  staff  of  The  Mont- 
real Star,  waa  engaged,  and  rendered 
admirable  editorial  service  until  the 
time  of  his  f.eath  In  1897.  Mlas  Maria 
Lawson,  so  well  known  as  the  editress 
of  the  Woman's  Page  of  The  Colonist, 
Is  his  daughter. 

Political   Career 

Mr.  Hlgglns'  career  was  rather  a  pro- 
tracted one.  and  had  It  not  been  for  the 
troublous  era  of  politics  Into  which  the 
Province  entered  after  1194,  he  un- 
doubtedly would  have  become  a  member 
of  the  administration;  but  from  about 
1895  until  1903  may  be  regarded  as  the 
transition  period  of  our  politics  In 
which  new  and  old-time  conditions  and. 
to  some  extent,  Vainiand  and  Island, 
were  struggling  for  ascendency,  and  sev- 
eral promising  careers  went  to  the  melt- 
ing pot.  Hlggtns  was  re-elected  for 
Esquimau  Is;  the  general  elections  of 
1890.  1894  and  1898,  and  at  the  opening 
of  the  session  of  1890  waa  elected 
Speaker.  In  the  capacity  of  presiding 
officer  of  the  Legislature,  he  filled  the 
office  with  great  Judicial  ability  and 
muclT  dignity.  His  decisionals  Incor- 
porated In  the  rules  and  orders  of  the 
House,  have  always  had  the  respect 
and  support  of  succeeding  gpeakere,  and 
were  arrived  at  aa  the  result  of  eareful 
study  of  the  authorities  and  a  first-class 
knowledge  ef  parliamentary  procedure. 
During  the  greater  part  of  hie  terms  aa 
Speaker  he  had  to  cope  with  potato  of 
order  taken  by  the  Hon.  Robert  Beaven. 
whose  tatlmacy  with  the  rules  of  pro- 
cedure has  bees  unrivalled  as  the  Leg- 
islature eo  far. 

Mr.  Hlgglns  split  with  the  Govern- 
ment and  realgned  the  Speakership  In 
the  a  assise)  of  1887.  In  the  next  general 
election  he  cast  In  hla  lot  with  the  Oppo- 
sition, under  the  leadership  of  the  Hon.

Literary  Work 

After  retiring  from  the  political  arena 
fn  lflOO,  Mr.  Hlgglns  devoted  himself 
to  literary  and  editorial  work  for  sev- 
eral years.  He  wrote  a  series  of  rem- 
iniscent stories  about  the  early  days  in 
British  Columbia  which  were.umblished 
in  The  Colonist,  and  which  We  after- 
wards n/iblished  In  book  form  bearing 
the  titles  of  "The*  Mystic  Spring"  and 
"The  Passing  of  the  Race,"  both  of 
which  had  a  large  sale  and  a  wide  rep- 
utation. "The  Mystic  Spring"  entered  a 
second  edition.  After  the  publication 
of  these  books,  Mr.  Higgins  became  edi- 
tor of  The  Vancouver  World,  a  position 
he  occupied  for  two  years.  Politically 
his  editorial  policy  was  bitterly  opposed 
to  the  McBrlde  administration,  but  some 
years  later  he  became  1  an  ardent  ad- 
mlreer  and  warm  friend  of  Sir  Richard. 

During  thv  boom  of  1S87,  the  lata  Mr. 
Hlgglns  Invested  heavily  In  Port  An- 
geles, a  city  in  which  he  continued  to 
have  undiminished  faith  as  to  Its  fu- 
ture. For  several  years  before  his 
death  he  was  a  resident  of  Port  An- 
geles, looking*  after  his  Interests,  snd 
was  much  buoyed  up  dver  railway  con- 
struction, the  pulp  and  paper  Industry 
to  be  established  and  the  prospects  of 
striking  oil.  For  most  of  the  time  he 
occupied  the  position  of  British  Vlce- 
Consul  at  that  port. 

In  conclusion  let  it  be  said  that  the 
history  of  Mr.  Hlgglns  for  sixty  years 
was  the  history  of  Victoria  and  Vancou- 
ver and  In  a  large  measure  that  ef 
British  Columbia,  and  in  Its  every  phass 
of  development  and  Its  political  and 
moral  progress  he  wh  keenly  interested 


to  the  very  last  moment  of  his  life.  His 
memory  of  bygone  days  and  of  the  men 
and  women  who  were  associated  with 
Ita  affairs.  In  all  thee*  respects  was 
remarkable.  His  knowledge  of  political 
events,  from  11(0  to  1900  In  particular, 
was  almost  encyclopedic.  He  delighted 
in  reminiscences,  and  his  talks  In  his 
retrospective  mood  wars  always  wor- 
thy of  being  chronicled.  Mr.  Higgins 
was  a  auccessful  business  man  In  the 
profession  of  Journalism.  Unfortunate- 
ly, many  of  his  outside  speculations  and 
Investment*  proved  to  be  losses.  As  a 
writer  he  was  vigorous  and  very  wall 
informed,  and  in  his  editorial  policy  he 
was  progressive  snd  in  the  business  of 
running  a  newspaper  enterprising.  In 
his  going,  he  leaves  but  a  few  of  his 
earliest  contemporaries  behind,  and  hla 
death  signifies  the  passing  of  ths  race 
of  British  Columbia  pioneers.  -

lantry  of  his  own  boy,  now  lying  la 
France.  It  was  after  one  of  the  heaviest 
actions,  and  the  wounded  were  lying  In 
great  numbers  about  the  shell-pocked 
battlefields,  many  suffering  agonies  from 
thirst.

destroy  even  this  means  of  alleviating 
the  pain  of  the  wounded.  Twice  Willie 
Ooldle  picked  his  way  across  the  dan- 
geroun  ground,  by  some  miracle  escap- 
ing unhurt  while  he  fetched  water  to 
give   his  wounded   comrades. 

Pte.  Ooldle's  physicians  attributed  his 
recovery  to  his  splendid  health  and  con- 
stitution, as  the  injuries  which  be  sus- 
tained were  very  serious.  A  family  of 
seven  young  children  gave  him  a  hearty 
welcome  oa  his  return  on  Tuesday.

Tribunals  Nearing  End.

Ksqulmalt  Exemption  Tribunal  has 
concluded  Its  work,  and  report)*  the 
cases  disposed  of  as  follows:  Fifty-live 
allowed  (including  32  found  to  tie  medi- 
cally unlit),  16  disallowed;  total,  71. 
The  tribunal  sat  In  all  for  t«n  days, 
and  concluded  its  work  on  Thursday. 
Twenty-three  of  the  65  "allowed**  cases 
were  only  partially  "allowed,"  being 
given  exemption  for  periods  varying 
from   one   month    upwards. 

Tribunal  No.  68  of  the  Victoria  Tri- 
bunals will  be  open  this  morning  from 
10  to  11  o'clock.  The  work  of  the  boards 
during  the  last  few  days  narrowed  down 
to  a  point  where  there  was  practically 
nonthlng  to  do  but  wait  for  the  men 
who  had  been  sent  for  medical  exam- 
ination to  return  with  their  sheets  filled 
out.  These  have  not  all  been  handed 
in  as  yet,  and  it  1b  not  unlikely  that 
It  will  be  necessary.  In  consequence, 
for  one  or  two  of  the  tribunals  to/open 
again  for  a  short  time  next  week. 

Chief  Langley,  of  the  police  depart- 
ment, stated  yesterday  that  his  men 
had  been  exercising  their  vigilance  with 
an  end  to  catching  all  would-be  slack- 
ers. A  large  number.  In  fact,  had  been 
brought  ''under  suspicion,"  but  when  the 
cases  came  under  close  examination 
practically  all  were  able  to  produce  the 
necessary  papers  showing  that  they 
were  entitled  not  to  serve.

So  far  as  shown  by  the  work  of  the 
thirty-eight  enumerators  who  have  been 
taking  the  names  of  Victorians  qualified 
to  vote  at  the  forthcoming  Federal 
election,  there  will  be  considerably  over 
10,000  names  on  the  new  list.  Returning 
Officer  Sydney  Child  stated  yesterday 
that  the  work  Is  being  carried  along 
expeditiously  and  Is  now  practically 
finished,  in  their  canvass  the  enumer- 
ators have  encountered  over  one  hun- 
dred enemy  aliens  who,  under  the  War 
Times  Election  Act,  will  not  find  a 
place  on   the  list 

In  view  of  the  large  number  of  men 
who  have  left  the  city  on  active  service 
and  the  new  law  which  permits  female 
relatives  of  such  men  to  vote,  it  Is  not 
surprising  that  at  the  coming  election 
the  women  vote  will  be  In  tbe  majority. 
Just  what  percentage  of  the  whole  pos- 
sible vote  tbe  women  will  be  Is  not 
certain,  but  It  will  probably  be  as  high 
as  sixty  per  cent  and,  perhaps,  higher. 

Many  electors  of  the  city  have  not 
been  worrying  about  being  on  the  new 
list,  being  under  the  impression  that 
as  they  have  been  for  years  on  the 
Provincial  voters'  list  they  need  not 
bother.  But  the  fact  is  the  Provincial 
list  has  no  bearing.  A  voter  who  may 
have  been  on  that  list  for  a  generation 
or  more  will  not,  by  that  fact  alone, 
appear  on  the  list  for  the  coming  Fed- 
eral election.  Only  the  list  prepared  by 
the  enumerators  will   be  used. 

Personal  Interest  Weeded 

Hence  it  behooves  every  elector  who 
desires  to  exercise  the  franchise  to  see 
to  It  that  his  or  her  name  is  on  the 
enumerators'  lists.  This  can  easily  be 
done  next  week.  On  Monday  In  each 
of  the  thirty -sight  districts  Into  which 
the  five  wards  have  been  divided  for 
polling  purposes,  the  enumerator  for 
that  district  will  post  up  in  two  con- 
spicuous places  copies  of  the  lists  he 
has  prepared  for  that  particular  dis- 
trict, one  at  the  polling  place,  the 
addresses  of  which  are  given  below,  and 
the  other  In  some  other  prominent  place 
within  the  limits  of  the  district.  On 
December  7  In  each  of  such  districts 
the  enumerator  will  hold  a  court  of 
revision,  notice  of  the  hours  thereof  to 
be  given  in  the  public  notices  to  be 
posted  In  each  district.  In  addition,  In 
order  that  the  fullest  publicity  may  be 
given,  the  enumerators  next  week  will 
leave  notices  at  every  house  In  the  re- 
spective districts  notifying  the  voters 
of  the  location  of  the  polling  place  at 
which  they  will  vote  on  election  day. 
It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  elec- 
tion day  polling  will  take  place  at  the 
polling  places  In  each  district'  so  that 
the  qualified  electors  will  have  the 
polling  place  close   to  their  homes. 

Voters  In  each  district  are  requested 
by  the  Returning  Officer  to  examine  the 
list  posted  In  their  district,  and  if  their 
names  do  not  appear  to  apply  to  the 
enumerator  at  the  court  of  revision  to 
open  on  the  7th  Inst.  If,  notwithstand- 
ing the  enumerator's  work  and  the  re- 
vision court,  thd  voter's  name  still  does 
not  appear,  he  or  she  can  apply  on 
polling  day  to  the  enumerator  who  will 
be  present  at  the  poll  throughout  elec- 
tion day,  ana  If  such  voter  be  qualified 
a  certificate  by  the  enumerator  will  be 
issued  upon  which  the  applying  voter 
may  vote  in  the  ordinary  way,  such 
vote  not  being  In  any  waySof  the  na- 
ture  of   a   tendered   ballot. 

Voters'  Qualifications 

The  office  of  Returning  Officer  Child 
and  the  headquarters  of  the  political 
parties  have  been  deluged  with  in- 
quiries as  to  the  qualification  of  voters. 
Shortly  these  are,  so  far  as  the  civilian 
vote,  male  and  female,  Is  concerned,  as 
follows:  Males  must  be  British  sub- 
jects, twenty-one  years  of  age,  six 
months  In  the  Province  and  one  month 
In  the  riding  in  which  they  vote  im- 
mediately preceding  the  polling  day. 
The  qualification  for  women  is,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  above  qualification  for  males, 
that  she  must  be  'the  wife,  widow, 
mother,  sister  or  daughter  of  any  per. 
son,  male  or  female,  living  or  dead, 
who  has  served  or  Is  serving  outside 
of  Canada  in  any  of  the  military  forces 
of  Canada  or  Oreat  Britain,  or  in  any 
of  the  naval  forces  of  Great  Britain  or 
Canada  either  within  or  without  Can- 
ada; or  of  any  person  who  has  served 
as  aforesaid  and  who  has  bees  honor- 
ably discharged  from  service.  It  will 
be  seen  from  the  above  such  relations 
of  nurses  on  military  service  outside  of 
Canada  will  be  permitted  to  vote.  Half- 
sisters  may  thus  vote,  but  step- 
mothers, for  instance,  may  not 

While  undoubtedly  there  will  be  a 
considerable  number  of  those  qualified 
to  vote  whose  names  the  enumerators 
hsve  not  secured,  Mr.  Child  believes 
that  the  enumerators'  tally  will  cover 
well  over  eighty  per  cent  df  the  quali- 
fied voters  In  the  riding.  But  he  urges 
that  everyone  should  personally  take 
steps  to  examine  the  lists  to  be  posted 
next  Monday  to  ensure  themselves  that 
they  are  on  the  list,  and.  If  not,  to 
apply  to  the  enumerators.  He  expressed 
himself  pleased  with  the  way  his 
enumerators  have  conducted  their  work.

MOVE  TO  OPEN 


FERRY  SERVICE 


Mayor  Todd,  Through  Senator 
Bostock,  Has  Taken  Up 
With  Ottawa  C,  N.  R,  Situa- 
tion on  Island. 


Senator  Bostock,  at  Ottawa,  has 
started  to  work  to  secure  the  inaugu- 
ration of  Mainland-Island  ferry  serv- 
ice of  the  Canadian  Northern  and  the 
inauguration  of  service  on  the  line 
funning  from  Victoria  up  through  the 
Sookc  district  on  which  steel  has  been 
laid  Just  a  little  beyond  Langtord.  The 
Senator  has  been  urged  to  this  action 
by  Mayor  Todd,  who  recently  took 
him  over  the  Patricia  Bay  line  and 
explained  to  him  the  whole  railway 
situation  on  the  southern  part  of 
Vancouver  Island. 

What  is  first  being  sought  is  the 
ferry  connection  between  Patricia 
Bay,  the  northern  terminus  of  the 
Saanlch  line  of  the  Canadian  North- 
ern, and  the  Mainland.  This  is  a 
water  trip  of  about  forty  miles.  With 
a  ferry  capable  of  making  twenty 
miles  an  hour  the  trip  from  the  cen- 
tre of  Victoria  city  to  the  centre  of 
Vancouver  could  be  made  In  Just  a 
little  more  than  three  hours.  Steves- 
ton  Is  proposed  as  the  Mainland  ferry 
terminus.  From  there  the  time  Into 
Vancouver  by  the  B.  C.  Electric  la 
35  or  40  minutes. 

Mayor  Todd  has  discovered  that  the 
car  ferry  which  the  Canadian  North- 
ern ordered  several  years  ago  from 
the  Davie  Shipbuilding  and  Repairing 
Co.,  Ltd.,  at  Lauzon,  Levis,  Quebec, 
because  It  could  not  be  built  quickly 
enough  here,  is  still  at  Levis.  War 
condltlous  have  delayed  construction 
work. 

The  firm  hag  sent  word  that  they 
expect  to  deliver  the  ferry  early  in 
the  Spring.  The  vessel  is  808  feet 
long  with  a  52- foot  breadth,  a  gross 
tonnage  of  5.000,  engines  of  2,200 
horse-power,  capable  of  carrying  20 
cars  and  with  a  speed  of  14  miles  an 
hour.  It  is  likely  protest  will  be 
made  about  this  speed  as  it  la  felt  in 
some  quarters  that  the  ferry  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  situation  should  make 
20  miles  an  hour. 

Wo  Cause  for  Belay 

Mayor  Todd  yesterday  wrote  Sen- 
ator Bostock,  pointing  out  that  there 
is  no  occasion  for  delay  with  Cana- 
dian Northern  enterprises  on  Vancou- 
ver Island  because  of  the  110,000,000 
arbitration  between  the  government 
and  the  railway  In  connection  with  the 
common  stock.  The  Mayor  explains 
that  under  the  arbitration  negotia- 
tions, the  Canadian  Northern  can  un- 
dertake any  work  to  which  the  gov- 
ernment gives  its  approval. 

The  Senator  Is  being  informed  that  if 
the  ferry  were  running  now  it  would  be 
able  to  carry  a  great  deal  of  the  car- 
load freight  between  the  Island  and  the 
Mainland.  .Arrangements  have  already 
been  made  whereby  the  Canadian 
Northern  can  get  Into  Vancouver  from 
Steveston  over  the  B.  C.   Electric  lines. 

As  for  conditions  on  the  Island  lines. 
It  was  pointed  out  to  the  Senator  during 
his  trip  that  Improved  service  here 
would  result  In  increased  earnings.  Not 
only  Is  the  Patricia  Bay  line  handling 
most  of  the  dairy  and  farming  produce 
from  Saanlch  into  Victoria,  but  it  is  the 
transportation  feeder  for  the  Industries 
along  the  peninsula,  such  as  the  big  ex- 
plosives works  st  James  Island. 

If  the  Sooke  line  were  put  Into  oper- 
ation., the  Mayor  explained  .it  would  not 
only  mean  much  to  Victoria,  but  to  the 
Canadian  Northern.  This  line  runs 
rught  through  the  heaviest  timbered 
area  on  the  Southern  part  of  the  Island. 
The  grade  from  Sooke  Into  the  city  Is 
down  hill  practically  all  the  way.  He 
pointed  out  that  this  line  could  make 
good  money  hauling  the  raw  timber  into 
the  mills  at  victoria  and  then  for  manu- 
facture. Then  the  lumber,  moat  of  which 
goes  to  the  Northwest  would  be  given 
over  to  the  Patricia  line  to  transport 
across  the  continent. 

The  Senator  looked  over  the  terminal 
areas  around  Victoria  harbor  *nd  noted 
the  ideal  conditions  for  the  carrying  out 
of  such  arrangements,  through  the 
direct  connection  between  the  terminals 
snd  the  mills. 


GIVES  CITY  BLOCK 


TO  RED  CROSS  FUND 


Mr.  IV  W.  Paterson  Donates 
Hinton  Building,  Worth  Over 
$40,000  —  Biggest  Single 
Gift  Received  by  Society. 


The  most  valuable  single  gift  to  the 
Red  Cross  in  Victoria  was  recorded 
yesterday,  when  ex-Governor  T.  W. 
Paterson  placed  In  the  hands  of  tks 
society  clear  title  to  the  Hlnton  Build- 
ing, 011  Government  Street,  fn  the  heart 
of  too  city's  business  section.  The 
donation  was  made  on  the  condition 
that  the  Red  Cross  Society  should  dis- 
pose of  it  by  sale,  the  proceeds  to  be 
absorbed  by  the  society.  The  property, 
on  which  all  taxes  and  other  payments 
have  been  met  was  valued  in  1913  at 
360,000,  and  the  committee  expects  to 
receive  close  to  440.000  for  it  without 
any  trouble. 

Announcement  of  the  gift  was  made 
to  the  Red  Cross  executive  at  its  meet- 
ing yesterday  afternoon  by  Chairman 
F.  W.  Jones,  and  It  was  greeted  with 
enthusiasm.  It  Is  by  far  the  largest 
Individual  contribution  to  the  society's 
funds  so  tar,  and  at  this  time  is 
exceptionally  welcome.  Wholehearted 
gratitude  to  Mr.  Paterson  was  expressed 
by  all  the  members  present,  and  the 
secretary  was  Instructed  to  convey  the 
society's  thanks  by  letter  at  once.

"infra  dig."  for  women  to  engage  In 
public  work,^but  If  she  advocated  so- 
cial and  moral  reforms  she  was  con- 
sidered lacking  in  womanly  dignity. 
But  during4  the  past  three  years  there 
had  been  a  revolution  which  was  so 
remarkable  as  to  make  it  difficult  for 
women,  sitting  at  their  own  cosy  fire- 
side, to  realise  that  the  other  part 
of  the  world  was  engaged  in  terrible 
warfare.  The  war  had,  however, 
forced  women  to  admit  that  a  new 
woman  had  arisen  whose  Influence 
combined  with  that  of  man  would  go 
far  towards  restoring  order  from 
chaos.  '   v

MAY  NOW  SEND  GIFTS 

TO  PRISONERS  OF  WAR 

The  Victoria  City  and  District  Branch 
of  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  Society  has 
Just  received  telegraphic  advice  of  the 
following  new  regulation,  taking  effect 
December  1,  in  connection  with  the 
forwarding  of  personal  parcels  from 
relatives  to  prisoners  of  war: 

"A  personal  parcel  from  relatives  to 
prisoners  other  than  officers  may  be 
sent  direct  every  three  months,  coupon 
for  which  must  be  obtained  from  Pris- 
oners of  War  Department,  Canadian  Red 
Cross  Society,  14  Cockspur  Street,  Lon- 
don. No  parcel  may  be  forwarded  on 
from  here  (London).  Parcel  may  con- 
tain any  of  the  following  articles  and 
must  not  weigh  more  than  11  pounds: 
Pipe,  sponge,  pencil,  pomade,  regiment- 
al badges,  shaving  brush,  safety  rasor, 
mohair  boot  laces,  plpellghts,  hobsewlfe, 
handkerchief,  shaving  soap  (one  stick), 
health  salts,  insecticide,  braces  or  web- 
bing belt,  comb,  hairbrush,  toothbrush, 
clothes-brush,  buttons,  cheese,  checkers, 
dominoes,  dubbin,  hobnails,  candles, 
medal  ribbons,  brass  polish,  mittens, 
muffler.  Only  one  of  each  may  be  sent 
and  parcel  liable  to  confiscation  If  other 
articles   included." 

This  is  Interpreted  as  being  a  special 
arrangement  whereby  a  personal  parcel 
may  be  sent  by  next  of  kin  or  a  rela- 
tive in  addition  to  the  usual  food  and 
clothing  parcels  sent  by  the  Red  Cross. 
It  Is  net  open  to  those  adopting  a  pris- 
oner to  send  these  parcels  unless  by 
arrangement  with  nearest  relative',  and 
in  every  case  a  coupon  must  first  be 
obtained  by  writing  to  the  Prisoners  of 
War  Department  In  London  and  must 
be  attached  to  the  parcel  when  mailed 
from  here.  The  Red  Cross  Society  will 
only  issue  coupons  to  one  relative  for 
each  prisoner,  and  the  greatest  care 
must  be  exercised  by  those  who  have 
obtained  these  coupons  that  parcels  art 
not  sent  oftsner  than  once  In  three 
months,  that  they  do  not  contain  more 
than  one  of  each  of  the  articles  speci- 
fied, and  that  nothing  else  la  included. 
Any  violation  of  the  conditions,  besides 
leading  to  the  confiscation  of  the  parcel, 
may  result  in  the  stoppage  of  regular 
parcels  or  to  the  abrogation  of  the 
regulations  by  which  even  food,  etc.,  is 
sent  to  prisoners  by  the  Red  Cross  So- 
ciety. •

Republic  Is  Beginning  to  Real- 
ize it  Must  Get  More  Into  the 
Fight,  Says  Returning—Brit- 
ish Consul, 


"China  will  soon  have  a  powerful 
army  of  soldiers  in  Europe.  I  believe 
It  Is  inevitable:  a  few  months  should 
bring  It  about."  said  Mr.  Louis  King, 
of  the  British  consular  service  in 
China,  who  arrived  here  yesterday 
from  the  Orient.  He  is  on  his  way  to 
England,  where  he  will  spend  a 
year's  leave  from  duties  in  Chung 
King,  an  isolated  point  in  the  heart  of 
the  Far  Eastern  republic. 

"In  the  past  China  has  been  content 
to  send  contingents  of  coolies  to 
France  to  be  engaged  as  farm  labor- 
ers and  workers  behind  the  lines," 
said  Mr.  King.  "That  situation  Is  rap- 
idly passing.  Now  that  China  is  in 
the  war,  she  wants  to  be  in  it  heart 
and  soul,  and  realises  that  she  can 
only  share  her  part  of  the  Allies'  bur- 
den by  actually  getting  Into  the  fight. 
China  has  no  navy  to  perform  the  ser- 
vice that  an  army  might  perform. 
That  is  the  case  with  Japan.  In 
China  it  Is  vastly  different. 

Chinese  Are  Real  Fighters 

"And  the  Chinese  soldier  is  a  real 
fighter."  continued  Mr.  King.  "He 
has  been  libelled,  but  the  truth  Is  that 
the  Chinese,  when  properly  trained 
and  with  the  feeling  that  they  have 
Justice  on  their  side,  are  capable  of 
turning  out  battalions  that  would  do 
credit  to  any  nation  as  a  fighting 
force.  During  the  past  few  years  the 
Chinese  soldier  has  not  been  given  a 
true  test.  He  has  been  called  upon  to 
fight,  whether  he  thinks  the  pretext  Is 
a  good  one  or  not.  Consequently,  he 
has  often  been  accused  of  half- 
heartedness — even  cowardice.  But 
when  he  knows  he  really  has  some- 
thing to  fight  for,  he  is  a  first-class 
warrior,  and  with  a  little  instruction 
will  prove  a  strong  factor  for  the 
Allies." 

Propaganda  of  Truth 

Mr.  King  went  on  to  say  that  the 
propaganda  instituted  by  the  Germans 
In  China  before  she  had  entered  the 
war  last  Summer  had  now  been 
stamped  out,  and  in  its  place  Britain 
and  the  United  States  were  making  a 
co-ordinated  effort  to  give  the  Chinese 
people  the  truth  about  the  war 
through  the  great  native  daily,  The 
Chang-Piau,  and  other  agencies. 

"The  mass  of  the  Chinese  people  is 
remote  from  the  scene  of  hostilities. 
It  takes  a  long  time  for  news  and  sen- 
timent to  travel,  bat  a  new  spirit  of 
pronounced  Pro-AUylsm  is  sweeping 
the  country.  Even  the  lower  classes 
are  beginning  to  realise  that  the  lies 
told  them  by  German  agents  can  have 
no  foundation.  There  is  revolution  in 
China  now,  but  soon  I  expect  to  see 
conditions  again  normal;  and  revolu- 
tion does  not  express  a  normal  state 
In  China  by  any  means.  There  has 
been  uprising  and  civil  strife  in  China 
for  several  years  now,  but  only  small 
parties  have  been  Involved. 

China's  Spirit  Aroused 

"A  year  ago  China  was  at  peace 
with  the  world  and  outside  affairs  did 
not  concern  her.  Now  China  Is  at 
war.  Every  day^  that  fact  is  becoming 
more  apparent,  no  matter  in  which 
part  of  the  country  you  may  travel. 
China  moves  slowly,  but  when  she  be- 
gins there  is  no  let-up  till  her  cause 
Is  won.  It  has  been  a  long,  hard  task 
to  arouse  the  Chinese  spirit.  I  am 
confident  that  the  Allies  will  soon  rea- 
lize In  a  much  more  material  way 
than  has  been  possible  in  the  past 
that  China  Is  with  them,  and  prepared 
to  go  the  limit  In  lending  them 
strength."

ARE  TO  BE  STARTED 


First  Experiment  in  Connection 
With  Military  Convalescent 
Institutions  Will  Be  Made  at 
Shaughnessy, 


ONCE  GREAT  GRANARY; 
COUNTRY  NOW  WANTS 


Roumania's  Food  Supply  Cut 
Off  by  Enemy,  and  Help 
Must  Come  From  Outside, 
Say  Red  Cross  Men, 


A  cafeteria  system  is  being  insti- 
tuted in  connection  with  some  of  the 
Military  Convalescent  Hospitals  In  f 
British  Columbia.  The  experiment  is 
tried  at  one  of  the  Institutions  before 
the  system  is  generally  Installed,  and 
Shaughnessy  Convalescent  Hospital, 
Vancouver,  is  to  be  the  first  to  ex- 
perience the  Innovation. 

The  necessary  alterations  for  the 
installation  of  the  new  scheme  are  to 
be  proceeded  with  immediately,  and 
the  report  will  be  awaited  with  some 
Interest  by  the  other  institutions 
which  arc  likely  to  be  affected  by  the 
change. 

The  purpose  of  a  cafeteria  system, 
which  has  already  been  successfully 
adopted  by  some  of  the  military  hos- 
pitals, in  other  provinces  throughout 
the  Dominion,  is  of  course  to  reduce 
the  cost  of  operation,  lessen  waste, 
and  alao  to  minimize  time.  These 
things  would  be  of  less  weighty  con- 
sideration if  the  patients  themselves 
were  to  suffer  In  any  way  by  the 
change,  but  reports  from  outside 
points  are  to  the  effect  that  the  men 
themselves  like  the  cafetaria  better. 
Each  man  will  have  his  own  tray, 
select  from  the  well-stocked  counter 
just  what  viands  appeal  to  his  taste 
the  most,  and,  after  that  is  disposed 
of,  return  for  more  if  he  wishes. 

Under  the  present  system  convales- 
cents— except  when  under  special  diet 
— are  supplied  with  a  regulation  meal. 
Although  the  reports  of  operation  of 
the  hospitals  of  "J"  unit  show  a  re- 
markably low  cost  in  per  capita 
maintenance  so  far  as  food  is  con- 
cerned it  is  felt  that  if  the  patients 
can  secure  a  varied  menu  more  to 
their  liking  with  lessened  outlay  in 
the  matter  of  operation  it  is  well 
worth  making  the  change  in  connec- 
tion with  the  hospitals  which  now 
victual  the  men  much  after  the  sys- 
tem of  a  well  conducted  boarding 
house. 

"There  will  be  dinner  parade,  and 
each  man  will  be  given  his  own  tray. 
He  can  chose  what  he  wants.  If 
that  is  not  enough  he  can  come  back 
for  more.  Men  who  are  cripples  or 
otherwise  disabled  will  be  fed  In  the 
usual  manner,"  explained  Major  Har- 
vey, when  speaking  of  the  proposed 
change  yesterday.  "The  novelty  will 
be  Instituted  in  all  the  hospitals  If 
the  experiment  proves  successful." 


"MY  LADY  NICOTINE" 
TAXES  HER  DEVOTEES 


Raise  In  Price  of  Imported  Tobaccos  Went 
Into  .Kftect   Yesterday 


Smokers  are  feeling  the  pinch  of 
war  more  than  those  who  are  not  de- 
votees of  the  weed  which  makes 
troubles  grow  small,  for  the  prices 
demanded  for  all  tobaccos  is  vastly 
greater  than  those  which  prevailed 
before  the  war.  Yesterday  a  new 
raise  on  all  the  brands  which  are 
imported  from  England  went  into  ef- 
fect, and  the  dealers  also  say  that 
when  the  present  stocks  of  domestic 
tobaccos  are  exhausted  the  size  of  the 
new  packets  will  be  reduced.  Cigar- 
ettes and  cigars  are  not  yet  affected 
by  the  raise. 

Last  Summer  the  brands  which  re- 
tail in  two-ounce  tins  went  up  5  cents 
per  package,  and  the  new  raise  is  for 
a  similar  amount,  making  the  hum- 
ble two-bit  package  receive  a  greater 
respect  now  that  it  costs  35  cents. 


ALBERT  BROWN  COMES 
IN  CLASSIC  ROMANCE 

According  to  one  reviewer,  "The  Love 
of  a  King,"  In  which  Albert  Brown  will 
be  seen  at  the  Royal  Victoria  next 
week,  Is  "as  pretty  a  romance  as  was 
ever  staged."

"Roumania  needs  food  and  clothing. 
She  is  crying  out  to  the  world  for 
them,"  said'  Count  Vladimir  Ledo- 
chowski,  a  captain  in  the  United 
States  Red  Cross  (Mission  to  Rou- 
mania, when  interviewed  yesterday  on 
the  deck  of  a  big  liner  just  returned 
from  Asia.  Count  Ledochowskl,  who 
is  accompanied  by  Major  Robert 
Bryan,  passed  through  here  last  Aug- 
ust for  the  Balkan  front  with  forty 
other  members  of  the  mission,  and  ho 
Is  now  on  his  way  to  Washington,  D. 
C,  to  lay  a  report  before  the  Federal 
authorities. 

"Before  Roumania  entered  the  war 
she  was  known  as  the  granary  of 
Southeastern  Europe.  Now  she  has 
nothing  but  a  starving  population, 
augmented  by  800,000  Russian  soldiers 
who  are  helping:  to  check  the  German 
hordes,"  added  the  officer.  "If  there 
were  adequate  transportation  facili- 
ties, Roumania's  plight  would  not  be 
so  serious.  The  railways,  however, 
seem  entirely  unable  to  meet  the  situ- 
ation imposed  on  them,  and  it  will  b>j 
a  tremendous  task  to  solve  the  diffi- 
culty." 

spirit  Tried,  But  Oabxoken 

"In  epite  of  its  trials,  however,  the 
spirit  of  the  Roumanian  army  anJ 
civil  population  remains  unbroken," 
Count  Lechodowsky  went  on.  "The 
British,  French  and  United  States  re- 
lief and  nfedlcal  organisations  are 
represented,  however,  and  that  we 
will  be  equal  to  the  task  before  us  is 
not  doubted  for  a  moment." 

He  said  that  he  felt  certain  the 
United  States  was  prepared  to  in- 
crease its  measures  of  assistance  to 
Roumania.  The  Red  Cross  had  estab- 
lished itself  at  Roman,  near  Josry,  and 
had  already  done  splendid  work  in  at- 
tending to  the  needs  of  the  soldiers 
and  the  civilians  requiring  medical 
care.  The  Institution  Is  under  the 
charge  of  Lleut.-Col.  H.  W.  Anderson 
and  Dr.  W.  D.  Klrkpatrlck. 

The  returning  officers  came  by  way 
of  Petrograd  and  the  Trans-Siberian 
Railway.  Neither  of  them  knew  any- 
thing about  the  report  that  Tatlana 
Romanoff,  daughter  of  the  deposed 
Czar,  had  escaped  and  was  on  her 
way  to  San  Francisco.

.The  star  of  the  recent  Olympic  Club 
boxing  tourney,  which  was  held  In  Ban 
Francisco,  was  Eugene  Brosseau,  of 
Montreal.  80  saya  Mr.  W.  H.  Davie*. 
from  the  expert  knowledge  he  sained 
from  personal  touch  with  most  of  the 
las  and  outs  of  the  big  Coast  event. 
Jn  hie  estimation  Brosaeau  had  points 
to  spare  ov«r  any  other  boxer  to  com- 
pete In  the  tourney,  and  he  believes 
him  on*  of  the  roost  wonderful  boxers 
la  the  ring  today.  He  had  very  little 
difficulty  In  stopping  all  his  opponents 
In  the  elimination  series,  to  meet  Pete 
Townes,  of  the  Olympic  Club,  In  the 
final  for  the  championship.  There  Is 
wher*  Townes  quit. 

Townes  was  reputed  to  be  one  of  the 
cleverest  amateurs  In  the  game,  and  had 
won  all  the  California  championships 
with  ease;  bnt  when  he  went  Into  the 
ling  against  Brosseau,  he  met  his  Wa- 
terloo. The  latter  was  able  to  take  it 
easy  at  all  times  through  superior  gen- 
eralship and  the  use  of  the  simple  arts 
of  defence.  Davles  asserts  that  the 
Canadian  in  all  his  contests  of  the 
'Frisco  ring  "used   up   about  as   much 


energy  as  an  ordinary  person  would  in 
a  slow  waits."  It  was  the  expressed 
belief  of  Professor  Green,  of  the  Olym- 
pic Club,  and  other  experts  who  saw 
Eugene  in  action,  that  there  was  but 
one  boxer  in  the  amateur  class  who

He 
has  turned  hla  back  on  professional 
work  and  states  that  he  will  always 
remain   an  amateur. 

A.  Vallencort,  manager  of  the  Mont- 
real Club,  accompanied  Brosseau  on  his 
trip  to  California.  He  Is.  himself,  an 
athlete  of  no  mean  ability,  holding  the 
Canadian  wrestling  championship  at  125 
lbs.  Both  of  these  boys  have  expressed 
themselves  as  being  willing  to  come  out 
to  Victoria*  to  compete  at  any  time  Mr. 
Davles  sees  his  way  clear  to  send  for.

Chinese  laundrymen  of  the  city  yes- 
terday inaugurated  their  fight  against 
tha  Laundry  By-Law  >ecently  passed 
by  the  City  Council,  when  their 
solicitor.  Mr.  H.  W.  Herchmer.  filed 
notice  with  City  Solicitor  Hannlngton. 
The  Chinese  will  ask  the  courts  to 
quash  the  by-law  at  the  expiration  of 
ten  days. 

The  Chinese  charge  that  the  by-law 
cannot  stand,  because  it  discriminates 
against  them  as  a  class.  They  say 
that  the  hy-l»w  prevents  Chinese 
from  having  wooden  tubs,  while 
steam  laundries  are  allowed  to  have 
wooden  washing  tubs  and  wooden 
washing  machinery.  They  say  tba'. 
If  they  comply  with  all  the  provi- 
sions of  the  by-law  they  will  be 
raided  by  the  police,  as  the  by-law 
requires  them  to  have  windows  almost 
everywhere,  giving  outsiders  a  cletr 
and  continuous  view  of  their  doings, 
€\en  in  their  living  quartera.  Pro- 
Leat  is  made  against  the  regulation 
of  "tho  number  of  hours  the  Chinese

Mr.  Htuart  Henderson,  independent 
Liberal  candidate,  speaking  to  some 
sixty  women  at  the  Oddfellows'  Hall 
yesterday  afternoon  on  "Support  (or 
Our  Boys,"  said  the  government  kept 
itself  busy  going  about  getting  money 
from  the  poor  and  paying  men  to  go 
out  and  beg  for  Victory  Loan  sub- 
scriptions instead  of  getting  the 
money  from  the  rich  and  those  per- 
sons who  have  made  millions  out  of 
war  contracts.  He  aald  that  the  gov- 
ernment ought  to  first  go  to  a  man's 
door  and  say:  "You  have  made  so 
many  million  dollars  out  of  the  war, 
give  it  to  us." 

"I  wouldn't  begrudge  them  ail  the 
Victory  Loans  they  could  raise,"  Mr. 
Henderson  went  on,  "if  I  were  sure 
all  the  money  would  be  used  to  back 
up  our  boys  at  the  front.  But  more 
than  half  of  what  they  raise  won't  go 
to  pay  the  soldiers  but  will  go  to  fat- 
ten some  man  who  ls  fat  enough  al- 
ready." 

He  dealt  with  the  Inadequacy  of  the 
separation  allowance,  pensions  and  In- 
surance provision  for  Canadian  sol- 
diers. Compared  with  the  $20  a  month 
separation  the  average  private's  wife 
grots  here,  In  the  United  States  a  pri- 
vate who  receives  practically  the 
same  pay  as  the  Canadian  soldier,  is 
given  a  separation  allowance  of  $47 
a  month.  Besides  this,  the  United 
States  soldier  has  an  insurance  priv- 
ilege through  his  government  where- 
by for  about  66  cents  a  month,  or  $8 
a  year,  he  can  carry  $1,000  worth  of 
Insurance,  which  will  be  paid  to  his 
widow  If  he  should  be  killed.

A  woman  in  the  audience  told  of 
how  some  Canadian  insurance  com- 
panies- had  cancelled  the  policies  of 
soldiers  and  appropriated  without  any 
refund  the  premiums  paid  when  men 
enlisted,  leaving  the  wives  without 
any  Insurance  protection.  Mr.  Hen- 
derson replied  that  as  long  aa  the 
people  of  Canada  leave  the  Borden 
Government  In  power  such  frauds  on 
the  soldiers   will   be  perpetrated. 


Voluntarism  Still  Possible 
Mr.  Henderson  charged  that  the 
Patriotic  Fund  is  not  being  properly 
managed,  that  it  is  not  getting  suf- 
ficient money  because  the  people  of 
the  country  have  about  reached  the 
limit  of  their  resources  in  giving,  and 
that  dependents  are  not  granted 
enough.  He  said  the  Patriotic  Fund 
should  have  been  taken  over  and  ad- 
ministered by  the  Government,  but 
when  this  course  was  urged  on  the 
Government  Sir  Thomas  White  said 
it  was  impossible. 

The  recruiting  methods  of  the  Gov- 
ernment were  criticised.  "If  we  de- 
feat conscription  here  we  will  be  able 
to  carry  on  recruiting  as  they  do  in 
Australia,"  he  added,  after  explaining 
that  the  defeat  of  conscription  on  the 


last  referendum  in  Australia  did  not 
mean  the  end  of  recruiting. 

He  went  into  details  of  how  Sir 
Robert  Borden  and  the  Minister  of 
Militia  up  until  the  middle  of  this 
year  had  been  quite  positive  in  their 
opposition  to  conscription  and  the 
possibility  of  its  introduction  in  Can- 
ada. He  quoted  statements  from  Sir 
Robert  Borden  to  this  effect. 

"Not  until  the  Conservative  party 
found  that  It  had  to  have  an  election 
did  they  take  up  conscription,"  said 
Mr.  Henderson. 

The  Borden  Government's  handling 
of  the  Indian  recruiting  question,  Mr. 
Henderson  said,  meant  the  "loss  of 
12,000  of  the  best  possible  soldiers  In 
this  Province  through  sheer  unadul- 
terated foolishness."  He  aald  that  he 
and  others  In  touch  with  the  Indiana 
In  the  Interior  had  urged  the  for- 
mation of  an  Indian  battalion  of 
native  outdoor  fighters  better  for 
much  of  the  work  at  the  front  than 


the  city-bred  man  or  the  mechanic 
needed  at  home.  The  Indiana  at  this 
time  were  "craay  to  go."  and  Sir 
Robert  Borden  had  Juat  asked  for 
600,000  men.  But  the  Government 
quickly  turned  down  the  Indian  pro- 
posals, v

It  Is  estimated,  approxi- 
mately *1, 600,000,.  though  as  the  re- 
clamation project  would  take  some  years 
to  fully  complete,  the  annual  outlay 
would  not  be  large.  Thla  coat  would  be 
more  than  returned  through  the  devel- 
opment of  the  reclaimed  area  which, 
from  the  agrtcnteural  standpoint,  would 
be  exceptionally  valuable.

ABNORMAL  WEATHER 


Was  Dry  Month  in  Dry  Year, 
But  Made  Record  for  Fog 
and  the  Absence  of  Bright 
Sunshine, 


The  weather  conditions  for  the  month  of 
November  In  Victoria  maintained  the  aver- 
age In  temperature,  but  fell  behind  in 
point  of  rainfall,  sunshine  and  wind,  as 
shown  by  the  report  Issued  by  Superinten- 
dent F.  Napier  Denlaon,  of  the  Meteor- 
ological Department  In  this  Province,  last 
night.  The  especially  low  total  of  bright 
nunshlne  recorded  was  to  be  attributed 
largely  to  the  remarkable  prevalence  of  fog 
during-  the  month,  and  thla  condition  in 
turn  wa«  largely  due  to  the  lack  of  air 
circulation  which  normally  keeps  this  port 
one  of  the  freest  of  the  North  Pacific 
coast, 

The  mean  temperature  for  the  month 
was  \%.  which  Is  i  degrees  above  the 
averare.  The  highest  temperature,  «i,  oc- 
curred on  the  10th,  and  the  lowest,  J«.«, 
on  the  26th.  The  lowost  temperature  on 
the  ground  was  J0.8  degrees  on  the  JSth. 
Che  total  rainfall  was  1.18  Inches,  which 
Is  2.  Si  Inches  below  the  average  for  No- 
vember, while  the  total  amount  of  bright 
sunshine  recorded  was  7*  hours  and  .".« 
minutes,  or  an  average  of  about  2H  hours 
per  day.  There  were  few  gales  during 
the  month  and  the  highest  hourly  veloc- 
ity recorded  was  48  miles  from  the 
southeast  on  November  4.  The  amount  of 
fog  during  this  month  was  phenomenal  and 
was  greater  than  any  previous  amount 
registered  here  in  November  during  the 
past   27   years. 

Prom  January  1,  1917,  to  the  end  of 
November,  the  precipitation  has  been  con- 
siderably below  the  average,  amounting  to 
only  17.7*  inches,  whereas  the  average  la 
il.ti  Inches.  The  average  amount  for  the 
entire  year  la  27.2*  ^inches,  so.  unless 
December  proves  to  be  an  exceptionally 
wet  month  this  year's  precipitation  will  be 
much   below   the   average. 

As  regards  temperature,  thla  year  has 
been  unusually  cool,  in  fact,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  November,  which  is  above  the 
average,  all  the  months  have  been  below 
average.  The  gammer  months  were  par- 
ticularly   cool. 

The  total  amount  of  bright  sunshine 
recorded  from  January  to  November  in- 
clusive, has  been  2,tM  hours,  which  means 
an  average  dally  amount  of  about  six 
hears,  and  aa  the  annual  average  amount 
of  bright  sunshine  Is  J.M1  hours.  1*17 
promisee  to  go  on  record   as  a  sunny  year.

For  instance,  the  law  of  the  twenty- 
eighth  of  October,  1»14.  provided  in 
detail  the  maximum  pricee  for  rye  in 
different  parte  of  Germany.  The 
maximum  price  at  wholesale  per  Ger- 
man ton  of  native  rye  must  not  ex- 
ceed 220  marks  In  Berlin,  236  marks 
In  Cologne,  209  marks  In  Koenlgsberg, 
22t  marks  in  Hamburg.  216  marks  In 
Frankfort,  A.  M. 

mm  maximum  price  for  the  Ger- 
man ton  of  native  wheat  was  set  at 
forty  marks  per  ton  higher  than  the 
above  rates  for  rye.  This  maximum 
prloe  was  made  with  reference  to  de- 
liveries without  sack*  and  for  cash 
payments. 

The  law  as  to  the  maximum  prices 
,^lled  to  all  objects  of  dally  neces- 
sity, not  only  to  ftood  and  fodder,  but 
to  oil,  coal  and  wood.  Of  course, 
these  maximum  prices  were  changed 
from  time  to  time.  But  I  think  I 
can  safely  state  that  at  no  time  In 
the  war  while  I  was  in  Berlin  were 
the  simple  foods  more  expensive  than 
in  New.  York.  * 

Composition  of  German  "War  Bread" 
The  so-called  "war  bread."  the 
staple  food  of  the  population,  which 
was  made  soon  after  the  commence- 
ment of  the  war,  was  composed  par- 
tially of  rye  and  potato  flour.  It  was 
not  At  all  unpalatable,  especially 
when  toasted,  and  when  it  was  seen 
that  the  war  would  not  be  as  short 
as  the  Germans  had  expected  the 
bread  cards  were  issued.  That  is, 
every  Monday  morning  each  person 
received  a  card  which  had  annexed  to 
it  a  number  of  little  perforated  sec- 
tions about  the  sise  of  a  quarter  of  a 
postage  stamp,  and  each  marked  with 
twenty-flve,  fifty  or  one  hundred.  The 
total  of  these  figures  constituted  the 
allowance  of  each  person  In  grama 
per  week.  The  person  desiring  to  buy 
bread  either  at  a  baker's  or  In  a  res- 
taurant must  turn  In  these  little 
stamped  sections  for  an  amount  equi- 
valent te>  the  weight  of  bread  pur- 
chased. 

Bach  baker  received  a  certain 
amount  of  meal  at  the  commencement 
of  each  week,  and  he  had  to  account 
for  this  meal  at  the  end  of  the  week 
by  turning  In  its  equivalent  in  bread 
cards. 

Food-Card  System  Applied  to  All 

Staples 
As  food  became  scarce  the  card  sys- 
tem was-  applied  to  meat,  potatoes, 
milk,  sugar,  butter  and  soap.  Green 
vegetables  and  fruits  were  exempt 
from  the  card  system,  as  were  for  a 
long  ttaae,  chicken,  ducks,  geese,  tur- 
keys and  game.  Because  of  these  ex- 
emptions, the  rich  usually  managed 
to  live  well,  although  the  price  of 
goose  rose  to  ridiculous  heiehtw  The*"* 
was,  of  course,  much  underground 
traffic  In  cards  and  sales  of  Illicit  or 
smuggled  butter  and  so  on.  '  The  pe« 
llce  were  very  stern  in  their  enforce- 
ment of  the  law;  the  manager  of  one 
of  the  largest  hotels  in  Berlin  was 
taken  to  prison  because  he  had  made 
the  servants  give  him  their  allowance 
of  butter,  which  he  in  turn  sold  to 
the  rich  guests  of  the  hotel. 

No  one  more  than  six  years  of  age 
at  the  time  I  left  could  get  milk  with- 
out a  doctor's  certificate.  One  result 
of  this  was  (hat  the  children  of  the 
poor  were  surer  of  obtaining  milk 
than  before  the  war,  as  the  women 
of  the  Frauendlensi  and  social  work- 
ers saw  to  It  that  each  child  had  its 
share. 

In  the  third  Winter  of  the  war, 
owing  to  a  breakdown  of  means  of 
transportation  and  want  of  laborers, 
coal  became  very  scarce.  All  public 
places,  such  as  theatres,  picture  gal- 
leries, museums,  cinematograph 
shows  and  the  like,  were  closed  in 
Munich  for  want  of  coal.  In  Berlin 
the  suffering  was  not  as  great,  but 
even  the  elephants  from  Hagenback's 
show  were  pressed  Into  service  to  draw 
the  coal  carts  from  the  railway  sta- 
tions. 

Ughts  were  economised.  All  the 
apartment  houses  (and  all  Berlin  lives 
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Health  In  the 
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LIME  JUICE 


In  apartment  houses)  were  closed  at 
9  o'clock.  Stores  were  forbidden  to 
illuminate  their  show  windows  and 
all  theatres  were  closed  at  10.  Only 
every  other  street  electric  light  was 
Ut;  of  the  three  lights  In  each  lamp, 
only  one. 

Women  Become  Employed  In  Unusual 
Work 
As  more  and  more  men  were  called 
to  the  front,  women  were  employed 
In  unusual  work.  The  new  under- 
ground road  In  Berlin  is  being  built 
largely  by,  women  labor.  This  Is  not 
so  difficult  a  matter  In  BerUn  as  In 
New  York,  because  Berlin  Is  built 
upon  a  bed  of  sand  and  the  difficulties 
of  rock  excavation  do  not  exist.  Wo- 
men are  employed  on  the  railroads, 
working  with  pickaxes  on  the  road- 
bed. Women  drive  the  great  \  yellow 
post  carts  of  Berlin.  There  were  wo- 
men guards  on  the  underground  road, 
conductors  on  the  tramways,  and  wo- 
men even  became  motorsmen  on  the 
tramcars.  Banks,  Insurance  com- 
panies and  other  large  business  insti- 
tutions were  Ailed  with  women  work- 
ers, who  Invaded  the  sacred  precincts 
of  many  military  and  governmental 
offices. 
Words  of  Foreign  Origin  Banished 

A  curious  development  of  the  hate 
of  all  things  foreign  was  the  hunt  by 
the  police  president  of  Berlin,  Van 
Jagow  (a  cousin  of  the  Foreign  Min- 
ister), for  foreign  words.  Von  Jagow 
and  his  fellow  cranks  decided  that 
all  words  of  foreign  origin  be  expung- 
ed from  the  German  language.  The 
title  of  the  Hotel  Bristol,  on  the  Un- 
ter  den  Idnddh,  disappeared.  There 
is  a  large  hotel  called  the  Cumber- 
land, with  c  pastry  apartment  over 
which  there  was  a  sign,  the  French 
word,  "conflserie."  The  management 
was  compelled  to  take  this  sign  down, 
but  the  hotel  was  allowed  to  retain 
the  name  of  "Cumberland,"  because 
the  father-in-law  of  the  Kaiser's  only 
daughter  is  the  Duke  of  Cumberland. 
The  word  "ojiauffeur"  was  elimin- 
ated, and  there  were  many  discussions 
as  to,  what  should  be  substituted. 
Many  declared  for  "kraftwagenfuh-- 
-rer,"  or  "power  wagon  driver."  But 
Anally  the  word  was  Germanised  as 
"schauffoer."  Dressmakers  took  down 
the  sign  "confektion."  But  the  cli- 
max came  when  the  general  in  com- 
mand of  the  town  of  Breslau  wrote 
a  confectioner  telling  him  to  stop  the 
use  of  the  word  "bonbon"  In  selling 
his  candy.  The  confectioner  with  a 
sense  of  humor  and  nerve  unusual  In 
Germany,  wrote  back  to  the  general 
that  he  would  gladly  discontinue  the 
use  of  the  word  "bonbon"  when  the 
general  ceased  to  call  himself  "gen- 
eral," and  called  the  attention  of  this 
high  military  authority  to  the  fact 
that  "general"  was  as  much  a  French 
word  as  "bonbon." 

Unusual  means  were  adopted  in  or 
der  to  get  all  the  gold  coins  !n  the 
country  into  the  Imperial  Bank.  There 
were  signs  in  every  surface  and  un- 
derground car  which  read  that  "who 
ever  keeps  back  a  gold  coin  injures 
the  Fatherland."  And  if  a  soldier  pre- 
sented to  his  superiors  a  twenty-mark 
gold,  piece,  he  received  in  return 
twenty  marks  In  paper  money  and 
two  days'  leave  of  absence.  In  like 
manner  a  schoolboy  who  turned  in 
ten  marks  in  gold  received  ten  marks 
In  paper  and  was  given  a  half  holiday. 
Cinematograph  shows  gave  those  pat- 
rons who  paid  In  gold  an  extra  ticket, 
good  for  another  day. 

An  American  woman  residing  in 
Berlin  was  awakened  one  morning  at 
8  o'clock  by  two  police  detectives, 
who  told  her  that  they  had  heard 
that  she  had  some  gold  coins  In  her 
possession,  and  that  if  she  did  not 
turn  them  In  for  paper  money  they 
would  wreck  her  apartment  In  their 
search  for  them.  She  therefore  gave 
them  the  gold,  which  I  afterwards 
succeeded  In  getting  the  German  Gov- 
ernment to  return  to  her.  Later  the 
export  of  gold  was  forbidden;  even 
travelers  arriving  with  gold  were 
compelled  to  give  it  up  In  return  for 
paper  money. 

Neutral  Countries  Feeding  Germany 
While  of  course  I  cannot  ascertain 
the  exact  amounts,  I  found  neverthe- 
less that  great  quantities  of  food  and 
other  supplies  came  Into  Germany 
from  Holland  and  the  Scandinavian 
countries,  particularly  from  Sweden. 
Now  that  we  are  In  the  war  we  shall 
take  strong  measures,  I  trust,  to  cut 
off  exports  to  these  countries,  which 
export  food,  raw  material  and  the  like 
to  Germany.  Sweden  Is  particularly 
active  In  this  traffic,  but  I  understand 
that  sulphur  pyrites  are  sent  from 
Norway,  and  sulphuric  acid  made 
therefrom  is  an  absolute  essential  to 
the  manufacture  of  munitions  of  war. 
Potash,  which  Is  found  as  a  min- 
eral only  in  Germany  and  Austria, 
was  used  In  exchange  of  commodities 
with  Sweden,  and  In  this  way  much 
copper,  lard  and  so  on  reached  Ger- 
many. 

Early  In  the  Summer  of  1915  the 
first  demonstration  took  place  In 
Berlin.  About  600  women  collected 
In  front  of  the  Reichstag  building. 
They  were  promptly  suppressed  by 
the  police,  and  no  newspaper  printed 
an  account  of  the  occurrence.  These 
women  were  rather  vague  In  their  de- 
mands They  called  Von  Buelow  an 
old  fathead  for  his  failure  In  Italy, 
and  complained  that  the  whipped 
cream  was  not  as  good  as  before  the 
war.  There  was  some  talk  of  high 
pricee  of  food,  and  the  women  all 
said  that  they  wanted  their  men  back 
from  the  trenches. 

Early  Summer  brought  also  a  num- 
ber of  cranks  to  Berlin.  Miss  Jane 
Addame  and  fellow  suffragists,  after 
holding  a  convention  In  Holland, 
moved  en  Berlin.  I  succeeded  la 
getting  both  the  Chancellor  sad  Von 
.  Jagow  to  consent  to  receive 


meeting  to  which  they  looked  forward 
with  unconcealed  perturbation.  How- 
ever one  of  them  seems  to  have  Im- 
pressed Mies  Addame,  for  as  I  write 
this  I  read  in  the  papers  that  she  Is 
complaining  that  we  should  not  have 
gone  to  war  bees  use  we  thereby  risk 
hurting  somebody's  feelings. 

On  July  ST,  ISIS.  X  reported  that  X 
learned  that  the  Germane  were  pick- 
ing out  the  revolutionists  and  liberals 
from  the  many  Russian  prisoners  of 
war,  furnishing  them  with  money  and 
false  passports  and  papers  and  send- 
ing them  back  to  Russia  to  stir  up  a 
revolution. 

Field   Glasses   Gave   Notice   of   Bul- 
garia's War 

A  German  friend  of  mine  told  me 
that  a  friend  of  hie  who  manufactured 
Held  glasses  had  received  a  large  or- 
der from  the  Bulgarian  Government. 
This  manufacturer  went  to  the  For* 
eign  Office  and  asked  whether  he 
should  deliver  the  goods.  He  was  told 
not  only  to  deliver  them,  hat  to  do 
It  as  quickly  as  possible.  By  learning 
of  this  I  was  able  to  predict  long  In 
advance  the  entry  of  Bulgaria  on  the 
side  of  the  Central  Powers. 

Even  a  year  after  the  commence- 
ment of  the  war  there  were  reason- 


able people  In  Germany.  I  met  Bal- 
Un,  head  of  the  great  Hamburg-Am- 
erican Line,  on  August  9.  I  said  to 
him,  "When  are  you  going  to  stop  this 
crazy  fighting  T"  The  next  day  BalUn 
called  on  me  and  said  that  the  sens- 
ible people  of  Germany  wanted  peace, 
and  that  without  annexation.  He  told 
me  that  everyone  was  afraid  to  talk 
peace,  and  that  each  country  thought 
It  a  sign  of  weakness  to  talk  peace, 
and  he  said  he  had  advised  the  Chan- 
cellor to  put  a  statement  In  an  offi- 
cial paper  to  say  that  Germany  fought 
only  to  defend  herself  and  was  ready 
to  make  an  honorable  peace.  He  told 
me  that  the  Emperor  at  that  time 
was  against  the  annexation  of  Bel- 
glum. 

In  November,  1915,  there  were  food 
disturbances  and  a  serious  agitation 
against  a  continuance  of  the  war, 
and  In  Lelpslc  a  Socialist  paper  was 
suppressed. 

The  greatest  efforts  were  made  at 
all  times  to  get  In  gold.  Some  time 
before  I  left  Germany  an  advertise- 
ment was  published  In  the  newspa- 
pers requesting  Germans  to  give  up 
their  Jewelry  for  the  Fatherland. 
Many  did  so,  among  them,  I  believe, 
the  Empress  and  other  royalties. 


In  December,  1915.  a  prominent 
banker  la  Bertta  said  to  me  that  the 
Germans'  "ware  sick  of  the  war;  thee 
the  Krnpps  and  other  big  Industries 
were  making  great  sums  of  money 
and  were  prolonging  the  war  by  in- 
sisting upon  the  annexation  of  Bel- 
gium, and  that  the  Jankers  were  also 
in  favor  of  the  continuance  of  the  war 
because  of  the  fact  that  they  were 
getting  four  or  five  times  the  money 
for  their  products,  while  their  work 
was  being  done  by  prisoners.  He  said 
that  the  "kaufteute"  (merchant  mid- 
dle class)  would  have  to  pay  the  cost 
of  the  war  and  that  the  Junkers  will 
not  be  taxed. 

In  calculating  the  great  war  built 
up  by  Germany  It  must  not  he  for- 
gotten that  German  municipalities 
and  other  political  districts  have  In- 
curred large  debts  for  war  purposes, 
such  as  extra  relief  given  to  the  wives 
and  children  of  soldiers,  etc. 

In  December  butter  became .  very 
scarce.-  The  women  waiting  In  long 
lines  before  the  shops  often  rushed 
the  shops.  In  this  month  many  cop- 
per roofs  were  removed  from  build- 
ings In  Berlin.  I  was  told  by  a  friend 
In  the  Foreign  Office  that  the  notori- 
ous Von  Rlntelen  was  sent  to  Amer- 
ica to  buy  up  the  entire  product  of 
the  du  Pont  powder  factories,  and 
that  he  exceeded  his  authority  If  he 
did  anything  else. 

On  the  night  of  the  day  of  the  peace 
Interpellation  In  the  Reichstag  Jn  De- 
cember a  call  was  Issued  by  placards 
for  a  meeting  on  the  Uhter  den  Lin- 
den. I  went  out  on  the  streets  dur- 
ing the  afternoon  and  found  that  the 


polios   had  eo  carefully   divided   the 
city  Into  districts  that  it  was  Impos- 


es Unter  den  Linden.  There  was  quite 
a  row  at  the  session  in  the  Reichstag. 
Bcbeldemann.  the  Socialist,  made  a 
epeech  very  moderate  In  tons,  but  he 
was  answered  by  the  Chancellor,  end 
then  an  endeavor  was  made  to  does 
the  debate. 

"Disunited  States  of  Europe" 

The  Socialists  made  eut<h  a  noise, 
however,  that  the  majority  had  to 
give  way,  and  another  prominent  So- 
cialist, Landsberger,  was  allowed  to 
speak  for  the  Socialists.  He  also  made 
a  reasonable  speech,  In  the  course  of 
which  he  said  that  even  Socialists 
would 'not  allow  Alsace-Lorraine  to 
go  hack  to  France.  He  made  use  of 
a  rather  good  phrase,  saying  that  the 
"Disunited  States  of  Europe  were 
making  war  to  make  a  place  for  the 
United  States  of  America." 

The  banks  sent  out  circulars  to  all 
holders  of  safe  deposit  boxes,  asking 
them  to  disclose  the  contents.  This 
was  part  of  the  campaign  to  get  In 
hoarded  geld. 

In  January.  1919,  we  had  many  vis- 
Itore.  Colonel  McClure.  Hermann 
Bernstein,  Ines  Mllholland  Boissevain. 
all  of  tha  Ford  peace  ship,  appeared 
In  Berlin.  I  Introduced  Mrs.  Bolase- 
'  rain  to  Zlmmermann.  who  admired 
her  extremely.

from  the  Carolina*,  died  today  as  the 
result  of  pneumonia  after  measles. 
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WASHINOTON.  Nov.  SO.— All  the 
oppressive  measures  which  character- 
ised the  German  invasion  of  Belgium 
and  many  of  the  sets .  of  barbarism 
which  revolted  the  civilised  world,  eeml- 
official  diapatehea  from  Rome  today 
said,  are  now  being  practlaed  by  the 
Auatro-German  Invaders  of  Italy.  Near 
Zenson,  the  dispatches  say,  the  invaders 
placed  women  and  children  before  their 
troops  as  they  advanced,  and  the  Ital- 
ian soldiers  were  compelled  to  sac  mi  re 
their  Innocent  countrymen. 

In  the  Frluli  region,  war  tax's,  re- 
quisition and  conscription  of  labor  is 
being  practised,  as  It  was  In  Belgium 
and  Northern  France.  Austro-German 
prlaonera  tell  of  Italian  non-combatants 
massacred  by  the  invaders,  and  loot 
from  Italian  homes  aad  shops  have  been 
found  en  the  bodies  of  dead  troops. 
Soldiers  on  the  Ptave  declare  they  hear 
the  screams  of  women  aad  children  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  river. 

The  Invading  armies  have  taken  away 
cattle  and  other  property  and  burn 
household  furniture  fer  their  bivouac 
tires  at  night.  Bosnian  troops,  the  dis- 
patches say,  have  committed  unname- 
able  crimes.

The  Chinese  Government  has  finally 
decided,  after  prolonged  discussion,  to 
meet  the  Allies  in  the  matter  of  the 
ships  Interned  and  confiscated  In  her 
ports,  according  to  news  brought  to  Vic- 
toria, yesterday. 

It  Is  now  agreed  that  nine  seagoing 
vessels,  aggregating  21.046  tons  gross, 
will  be  chartered  by  the  Brltlah  Govern- 
ment at  the  standing  rates  of  the  inter- 
Allied  chartering  executive  for  the  ser- 
vice of  the  Allied  Interests.  These 
rates  vary  from  40s.  per  ton  for  larger- 
ilsed  vessels,  and  60s.  for  the  smaller. 

The  vessels  affected  are  the  Albsnga 
Defke,  Rlckmers.  Bohemia,  Hllesta, 
China,  Kathe,  Helena  Trlumpf  and 
Sexta  The  charter  parties  win  be  pre- 
pared by  the  British  consul-general  at 
Shanghai  and  a  representative  of  the 
Chinese  Tah-Tah  syndicate  which  had 
previously  chartered  the  veasels  from 
the  Chinese  Government  and  were  pre- 
paring to  sub-charter  to  a  Japanese 
company.  '- 

Two  of  the  veasels,  it  is  said,  are  now 
under  repair  at  Nagasaki  and  two  at 
Hongkong,  and  It  is  expected  that  with- 
in two  months  all  vessels  will  be  ready 
for  commissioning.  Of  the  remaining 
five,  three  are  river  boata  one  Is  old. 
and  one  has  been  specially  excepted 
from  the  arrangement.
